We have recently been sup- 
plied with six-volt three-watt 
lamps as alternates for Type GE 
44 lamps. 

Operators and _ technicians 
should be wary of substitutes for 
correct parts specified by manu- 
facturers. 

The lamps mentioned above 
draw a current of .5 amp which is 
double that of the GE 44. It 
should be obvious that the power 
supply of a flipper or other 
machine fitted out with the 
three-watt lamps will be grossly 
overloaded and numerous prob- 
lems will result from this. 

GE 44 and GE 47 lamps 
commonly used in machines draw 
.20 amp and .15 amp at 6 volts 
respectively. While lamps other 
than GE may be used care must 
be taken in checking their 
current rating or wattage.

Coinman ofthe Month 


VINCENT STORINO 





This month’s Coinman has a certain edge over his 
competitors—he’s got the twenty-first century on 
his side. With the use of a computer (a Philips P359 
with a P142 disc), Vincent Storino has eliminated a 
lot of headaches his counterparts are still troubling 
over. 


When we caught wind of this ultra-modern 
approach to operating in the coin machine business 
today we felt this was the stuff Coinmen are made 
of. 

We were right. Vinnie is a large operator (he 
operates in about 800 locations with about 1,500 
music and game pieces). But in many cases, he’s 
still thinking like the small operator. For instance, 
“You've got to watch your business everyday...if 
you lose a location, you've got to get out there and 
get another one.” 


Vinnie got into the business right out of high 
school when at the age of 18 he, his father, and his 
brother Pat started S&S Amusement in Toms 
River, New Jersey. That was back in 1954. His 
father had been in the coin-op business back in the 
80s in Newark, New Jersey but had sold out that 
route later. 


So when the three Storinos started looking 
around for business opportunities, the coin-op 
industry seemed the natural choice since it was 
what the three of them knew the best. They started 
S&S with just five machines, but they were hungry 
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for business and within six months saw their first 
big break when they purchased a route with 100 
locations and 800 machines. 

Since then S&S has expanded into six New 
Jersey counties, largely through acquisitions; and 
last year Vinnie took over complete ownership of 
S&S when his brother Pat sold out his interest in 
the company to him and took to the beaches. Pat 
now operates a beach resort in South Jersey called 
Jenkinson’s. 

Vinnie’s wife’s name is Nina. And his four 
children are Anthony, 17; Maria, 15; Antonetta, 13; 
and Vincent, 9. 

The children figure in quite prominently at S&S 
Amusement. Maria, for instance, works parttime 
for her father and has taken over all his music 
programming. As Vinnie puts it, “Who knows 
better than a 15-year-old what to buy?” And then 
he adds, “We're having less trouble with music now 
than we've ever had before.” For an operator who 
buys around 1,500 records a week, that’s saying a 
lot. 

His oldest son, Anthony, ts also working for him 
on a parttime basis with a route. 

This month’s Coinman is president of a small 
association in South New Jersey called the Garden 
State Music Operators Association; there are about 
14 members in the association. He is also a member 
of the Coin Council in New Jersey and the 
A.M.0.A. 
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PLAY METER: What’s the secret to success in this 
business? 

STORINO: You really have to know what you're 
doing. Each piece of equipment has to earn on its 
own merit. It seems that many operators are 
soft-soaped into buying a lot of equipment that they 
don’t really need. And they place equipment in the 
wrong location, which is bad. I’ve watched some of 
these routes that we've acquired when they were 
on the downhill, and I’ve seen them lose locations 
and not try to pick up any other business to make 
up for the loss. Another thing, many operators will 
place the wrong equipment just to get somebody off 
their back. For example, a hot novelty item comes 
out, and just because the owners of a good music 
and pool table location emphasizes that he wants 
that novelty piece and even though it makes only 
ten or twenty dollars a week in there, believe me, 
operators will keep it in there, just because they 
are worried about their other pieces in there. This 
is where it takes a little success to go talk to these 
people and explain dollars and cents. You've got to 
make that decision, whether to pull it out or keep it 
in. I’m not saying you have to be one hundred 
percent hard-nosed about it, but you have to know 
what you're doing. 

PLAY METER: How do you go about deciding just 
what new games to buy? 

STORINO: I'm friendly with operators in our area 
and throughout the country who test games and 
they tell me how they’re doing. And I’m friendly 
with arcade operators throughout the state, and 
through talking with them, I can learn which are 
the good pieces. And servicewise, I try to find out 
which pieces are most likely to give me trouble. 
Then I'll evaluate what I need, what the lifetime of 
the game is, and then I'll make my move. 
PLAY METER: So you make your big order mainly 
off the feedback you get from other operators? 
STORINO: Well, I'll get all this preliminary 
information, then I'll get one or two pieces. Then 


within a week I'll see how it is doing in my area. 


And if I like it Ill jump on the piece. 
PLAY METER: What is the biggest problem you 
are faced with? 

STORINO: One of our major problems here in the 
east is the lending problem, lending locations 
money. I’m sorry to say that ours is a lending 
business. And in the state of New Jersey, it’s more 
or less out of control. A lot of the loans can go sour 
on you. With the good locations, though—and I’m 
talking here about when you get into loans of 
thousands of dollars—you have to make a decision. 
If you're making a good income out of the location, 
you have to decide if the location is worth the 
gamble. If a fellow is already into you for six or 
seven thousand dollars and he needs another 
$1,500, you have got to make that decision. Will I 
bail him out a little bit? Will the income at his 
location reduce that loan, plus what he owes me? 
It’s a big decision. 

PLAY METER: Do you have any way of protecting 
that large of an investment? 

STORINO: Yes, we use location contracts that hold 
up in court. When you loan someone five or ten 
thousand dollars, you have to protect it. A few 
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years ago, I took a conservative attitude, and I 
wasn’t lending any money, and the route income 
went down. So you really have to take a hard look 
at it. It’s a necessary evil in our business. 
PLAY METER: Do you lose money on these loans? 
STORINO: Not really. You figure it’s a way of 
picking up business. It’s a business expense. 
PLAY METER: Do you charge a high interest rate? 
STORINO: No, these locations are not fly-by-night 
operations. They have accountants doing their 
books. If you give them a loan and charge them a 
higher interest rate than the bank, their accountant 
tells them. 

PLAY METER: You work on a straight fifty-fifty 
split? 

STORINO: Well, we do get some terms on certain 
music locations. Say you have a fancy new cocktail 
lounge that wants a new piece of music, but it 
grosses only thirty-five dollars per week, you can 
go in there and tell them you have to get forty or 
fifty dollars a week. So, many times the location 
will agree that you can take the first forty or fifty 
dollars. Therefore, what you're doing basically is 
taking all the money out of the machine. It’s not a 
bad deal, but it’s worth it to some of these locations. 
They want fancy equipment that costs money, and 
they don’t care about the money it takes in because 
that’s secondary to them. They're looking to make 
their money over the bar. 

PLAY METER: We understand that you employ a 
computer in your operation, is that right? 
STORINO: Yes, that’s correct. It’s a Philips P359 
with a P142 disc. 

PLAY METER: How did you decide upon the use of 
a computer in your operation? 

STORINO: We felt that with the size of our 
operation we needed something to keep track of the 
machines, to make it a little easier, and to keep up 
with what our machines were earning. And we felt 
the computer was the way to go. It also does all our 
bookkeeping functions right in the office. We used 
to have our payroll done by a computer firm, but 
now we do all that with our own computer. And we 
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Coinman Vincent Storino and his office manager 
Marie Glutting check the print-out from the computer 
which can be programmed to handle any phase of 
his operation 


use it for a lot of accounts receivable functions— 
loans, loan balances. That way we have our 
information and our reports rapidly. We can do a 
printout on all that ourselves, and not have to pay 
for that service. | 

PLAY METER: You must have done some research 
and found that the computer could do all this for you 
in-house. 

STORINO: Right. As for the cost, when I had 
finished up, I was over $56,000. The programming 
ran us around six thousand dollars, leaving us with 
fifty thousand in hardware. This we got on a 
lease-purchase type of deal. It’s a five-year lease 
and comes out to around $750 a month. 
PLAY METER: And you don’t have to go out, 
youre not time-sharing with anybody else's 
computer? 

STORINO: No, this is strictly right in the house. In 
fact, we can actually do work for other people. 
PLAY METER: Did it eliminate anybody’s job? 
STORINO: No, as I said, we used to send the 
payroll out to be done, and it has saved us on that. 
But I wouldn't say it has saved us any people. What 
it does mean is that we can now do a lot more 
business with the same number of people. 
PLAY METER: You said it keeps track of all your 
equipment at all your locations. What kind of report 
do you get? 

STORINO: It gives us a customer file, and that has 
the name and address of each customer, all the 
machines in that location (by type and description), 
the date the machine went in, the date the machine 
went out, the date the location contract expires. 
And it gives you the year-to-dating from each 
location beside each machine listing. That’s all on 
the customer report file. 

PLAY METER: Does it give you any information as 
to how often the machine was serviced? 
STORINO: No, we do not get into that. At a later 
date, I could program that into it, but when you 
start with something like this, you’ve got to start 
small because it’s a lot of work with this thing. 
PLAY METER: Are there any other functions you 
have the computer performing for you? 
STORINO: I do have another report which I call a 
machine file report. That gives me the machine’s 
description, the date the machine was acquired, and 
the cost of the machine, and its lifetime income. 
We've had the computer running a little over a 
year; so our machines that are three, four, or five 
years old don’t have all that information. Their data 
goes back to when the computer started. The 
computer also keeps our location-to-date income. In 
other words, since you moved that machine into the 
location how much has that machine taken in. Then 
it prints out what was collected for the past four 
weeks, giving four different totals. So, by looking 
al it, you can see if the machine's earnings are going 
up or going down. And in the last column of the 
machine file report, I have the year-to-date receipts 
on the machine. So you can see how it did this year 
so far and compare this to its lifetime earnings and 
its weekly earnings on location. 

PLAY METER: So with a machine you bought last 
year and that you trade in, say, five years from 
now, you would be able to go back and see what it 
has earned for the past six years? 


STORINO: Yes, then we have a pre-printed form 
that prints out the collection ticket for each of the 
routes. It will print out the whole week’s collection 
tickets, the name and address of the location, and 
the machines that are in the location. So when the 
collector goes to the machine, he won't have to 
bother writing down each machine. All he does is 
put in the meter reading. Then we have a collection 
report done at the end of the day when all the 
tickets come back to the office. We get back a 
report that gives the name of the location, how 
much was in the machine, how much was refunded 
off the machine, how much the machine netted, the 
name of the machine, the meter reading. And since 
I want to see the weekly average of that machine, 
we get that too. That way, when the machine comes 
back with $125, we can look at the weekly average 
and see if it’s up or down from its weekly average. 
PLAY METER: And, as you mentioned earlier, it 
also does your payroll and bookkeeping functions. 
STORINO: That’s right. It keeps track of all the 
accounts receivable, the accounts payable, makes 
all the checks. In fact, if I had to keep the computer 
strictly for a bookkeeping function, it would still 
pay me. 

PLAY METER: Are there any other applications 
that this computer can be used for? 

STORINO: It could be programmed for whatever 
you wanted it for. At one time I was thinking of 
putting all my parts on the computer, but then I 
decided against it. You could program it for every 
time you get a service call. But that all takes time, 
and, as I said, this is still something new for me. It’s 
like handling a new baby. For the first year or two, 
I want to walk with it. It has a lot of capabilities for 


me. 
PLAY METER: What are your feelings about the 
off-beat manufacturers? 

STORINO: It depends on who the distributor is. If I 
have a good distributor who is going to back up the 
game and who, if the game doesn’t work out, will 
take it back at a fair arrangement, I'll try the game. 
But when I lay out the money they are asking for 
games today, I make sure every game I buy is a 
winner. Very seldom will I buy an unknown game. 
PLAY METER: Let’s talk about your route some 
more, your music route in particular. What are 
your feelings about the copyright law which is now 
going into effect? 

STORINO: Obviously, I don’t feel too good about it. 
You know the size of my music route, and you can 
times that by eight, and that’s what I'll be paying. 
But eight dollars isn’t that bad; after all, at one 
time, they were talking about a lot more. I’d like to 
say this, though. The entertainers are getting it on 
the other end too. Everytime you buy a record, 
youre paying for the copyright too. The copyright 
is included in the price of the record. So really 
they're getting it twice. 

PLAY METER: Sort of like a double taxation? 
STORINO: Exactly. We push the entertainers. 
They may get a lot of exposure on the radio, but we 
Eve them a lot of exposure on our jukeboxes as 
well. 


PLAY METER: How is your music route holding 
up? 


STORINO: It’s a steady business. I feel there are 
few new music locations to be had, other than those 
that are in existence already. You find yourself 
losing more than what is opening up, because of 
things like urban renewal. They'll knock out an 
area, maybe take away some local liquor licenses, 
and there’s a location you don’t have anymore. The 
fast food business has taken over from the 
luncheonette, and they don’t generally cater to 
jukeboxes. We haven't had very much success in 
getting into the fast food operations. And there 
have been a lot of taverns that have converted into 
liquor stores. So unless you keep buying up routes, 
the music end is hard to keep up. It’s not like the 
games. 


PLAY METER: So, in terms of the number of 
jukebox locations out there, there are substantially 
less? 

STORINO: Yes, but the activity in the locations you 
do have is up. Where there is music, it is as good or 
better than it ever was. The price of the play is 
more now too. We're two-for-a-quarter in most 
locations, and in some of them, we're one-for-a- 
quarter. So that generates more revenue 

PLAY METER: So the better pricing generates 
more revenue. Do you think there are less plays. 
STORINO: Yes, there are. But when we go for 
one-for-a-quarter, we go for one-for-a-quarter for 
the first play, and for two quarters we give them 
four plays. So that’s a way we have of getting that 
extra quarter into the machine. It’s a way to 
generate more play. 

PLAY METER: Do you foresee any significant 
breakthroughs in the music business? 

STORINO: I gave that some serious consideration, 
but I don’t see any. They’ve tried the quad. And 
that helped improve the sound in the location. But I 
don't see any major changes. I know Wurlitzer has 
tried the tape cassettes, but I’m happy with the 
music business just the way it is. 

PLAY METER: What about the phonograph 
manufacturers, do you feel that they are making 
better equipment now. 

PLAY METER: Yes, I feel the manufacturers are 
making their equipment hold up a lot better than 
they used to. The amount of service calls are 
noticeably down. A lot of them have gone solid 
state. We used to go for a lot of tubes, we had a lot 
of tube trouble. But since they’ve come out with 
solid state amplifiers and perfected them, that’s 
almost non-existent now. And since they went to 
solid state, the machines themselves are better. 
PLAY METER: What are your feelings about the 
high cost of equipment? 

STORINO: It tends for you to try and keep your 
older equipment in a little better shape, to get a 
little more life out of it. But you still need the new 
equipment for your good locations. But the price is 
getting ridiculous. Even with these _ pinball 
machines, the price is getting out of sight. 
PLAY METER: If the equipment wasn’t so 
expensive, you'd be buying more than you are right 
now? 

STORINO: Yes, but with the cost the way it is, we 
buy just what we need to keep the routes going.

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All's quiet on the Detroit front. A 
proposed anti-pinball ordinance in 
that city seems at present to be 
hanging in a_ state of limbo. 

“It's still in the dormant stage,’’ 
said Michael Spaniolo, executive 
secretary of the Music Operators of 
Michigan (MOM) of the proposed 
ordinance. ‘’The proposal is still on 
the inactive part of the calendar.” 

The ordinance would _ ban 
amusement machines in the city 
unless 51 percent of the residents 
and the businesses within a 500-foot 
radius approve (presently an arcade 
can be set up in the city unless there 
is 51 percent disapproval). The 
proposed ordinance would also 
redefine an arcade as a location with 
two machines; presently, an arcade 
is defined as a location with eight 
machines. A third part of the 
ordinance would ban all amusement 
machines within 500 feet of any 
school. 

The Detroit Common Council's 
proposed ordinance follows trouble 
at a location which happened to 
have several pinball machines. 
Detroit operators and MOM have 
Opposed the ordinance saying it 
would virtually destroy the pinball 
business in that city (August, PLAY 
METER, page 14). 

At an October meeting where 
MOM officials and Detroit operators 
met with the Detroit Common 
Council, MOM agreed to provide 
the council with an economic 
impact report of the ordinance. 
Though MOM has provided the 
Council with that report, the Detroit 
council still has not commented on

it, nor has it commented on a 
proposal by MOM which would 
establish a self-regulating commit- 
tee to oversee any location prob- 
lems in lieu of the proposed 
ordinance. 

Spaniolo told PLAY METER that 
MOM has decided to give up its 
opposition to one part of the 
proposed ordinance, the ban on 
amusement machines within 500 
feet of a school. However, he 
continued, MOM will continue to 
fight. the other provisions of the 
ordinance. 


Spaniolo added that if the other 


provisions are enacted by the 
Detroit council, MOM will seek to 
have the ordinance overturned in 
the courts. ‘I’m sure we'll entertain 
some legal action against it because 
we feel their legal position is very 
weak,’’ said the MOM spokesman. 


The memorandum to the Detroit 
city council 
economic impact such an ordinance 
would have points out for the 
council members that ’’At no time in 
the relationship between operator 
and location does the operator have 
control over how the location runs 
his business. Herein lies the problem 
associated with the proposed ordi- 
nance to ban amusement devices in 
the City of Detroit,’’ the report 
states. ‘The operator may be an 
unwilling and innocent victim of an 
ordinance to ban amusement de- 
vices in the city.”’ 


The memorandum goes on to 
state that ‘’We understand there are 
and have been locations in the City 


equipment. The distributor can no 
longer afford to take chances. The 
days of easy credit and easy terms 
are over. Payment terms to the 
factories have become increasingly 
stringent, and this inevitably must 
result in more restrictive terms to 
the operator. 

In the same vein, the operator has 
been changing, and must continue 
to change, his methods of doing 
business. The sub-marginal location 
requires constant monitoring with 
every effort being made to improve 
income and efficiency. 

Even the top echelon of locations 
must be given continuous attention 
to maximize income and profitabili- 
ty.

of Detroit where young people 
gather and cause trouble. Often 
these trouble spots are associated 
with the presence of an arcade, 
sandwich shop, or other locations of 
flipper games, pool tables, TV 
games, air hockey, etc. But the 
person responsible for the operation 
of the location is the owner—not 
the operator of the games on the 
premises,”’ the report reiterated. 


The economic impact report 
pointed out that ‘there is not one of 
our Detroit area members who will 
not be compelled to lay off 
employees, reduce work hours, or 
both.” 


The MOM impact survey showed 
that the proposed ordinance would 
affect over 700 locations in the city, 
that over 45 employees of operating 
firms would lose their jobs and 
another 35 would face a salary or 
hours reduction, and that over $1 
million in gross revenue would be 
lost by operating companies. 

“In addition to these losses the 


MOM report went on to say. 
“Amusement machines build traffic 
for many business establishments, 
and the commissions from machine 
income help these establishments 
meet overhead expenses such as 
rent and taxes.”’ 


MOM's proposed self-regulating 
committee would include two De- 
troit operators, one member of the 
Detroit city council or the council's 
designee, the executive director of 
MOM or his designee, a manufac- 
turer or distributor representative, 
and a private citizen.

A filthy machine repels players 
and just does not earn as much as a 
clean, attractive one. This sounds 
simple to remedy, but you would be 
amazed at the percentage of 
machines on location that are 
always downright disgraceful in 
appearance.

National attention 
for pinball 


Another member of the national 
media, Time Magazine, has featured 
pinball machines in a favorable light. 

In its October 31 edition, the large 
national weekly periodical featured 
in its ‘‘Living’’ section a_ story 
entitled ‘Pinball Redux: The Hottest 


Games” and used full-color pictures 
from Roger C. Sharpe’s new book 
entitled Pinball. 

The Time Magazine article refers 
to the change in the public image 
towards the game when it writes: 
“Once condemned as a corrupter of 
youth or as a nefarious and 
iniquitous pursuit of leather-jacket- 
ed punks, long relegated to tacky 
arcades and dingy diners, pinball 


today is played openly and avidly by 
scholars, doctors, scientists, show- 
folks, pols, brokers, journalists— 
members of the nervous trades.”’

Nichols. 

The magazine also refers to Roger 
C. Sharpe’s book and concludes 
with a favorable reference to pinball 
art.

Dick Estey, president of Canteen

Pins win 
Round 1 


Progress Vending of Middletown, 
Ohio has won round one in its battle 
with the state of Ohio’s Department 
of Liquor Control. At issue in the 
court case is whether a_ pinball 
machine is a gambling device or a 
game of skill. 

The enforcement division of the 
Liquor Control Division contends 
that pingames are gambling devices 
if they award anything such as open 
gates, add-a-ball, or free plays. 
Progress Vending, on the other 
hand, is contending that the game is 
one of skill and therefore not a 
gambling device. 

October 5 the Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court decided in 
favor of Progress Vending, finding a 
predominance of skill over chance in 
the operation of certain machines. 
However, the state attorney general 
of Ohio, William J. Brown, has 
decided to appeal that decision to 
the Tenth District Court of Appeals 
in Franklin County. 

Dennis Hilligan, vice president of 
Proaress Vending, told PLAY 
METER that if Progress Vending 
loses the court fight, the Liquor 
Control Commission will be able to 
confiscate the games and_ issue 
citations to bar owners who own the 
locations. 

“We need free play,’ said 


Hilligan. ‘It’s with us, and we need 
it...

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Skill or Chance? 





It has come to my attention that 
even with all the positive publicity 
and keener awareness of pinball 
machines and the _ coin-machine 
industry in general, things aren’t as 
smooth as they should be in some 
parts of the country. For whatever 
reasons, some of the old-line mis- 
conceptions about the validity of this 
very important industry have come 
under attack. At the urging of David 
Pierson (managing editor of PLAY 
METER) and Ralph Lally (editor and 
publisher), I have dug into my 
extensive files to offer some work 
that | hope can assist any of you, 
wherever you may be. 

Rather than have you feel that this 
is a one-time thing, I’d like to say that 
in the coming months more informa- 
tion will be relayed to you from the 
research I’ve done these past years 
that is well-documented and should 
hold up in any court room and before 
any legislative body. 

I might also add that much of what 
you will be reading is from the 
PINBALL! book. But for a lead off 
piece | thought that the best source 
would be from a brief I wrote for the 
New York City decision in April of 
1976. The results were positive as 
many of you know, and what follows 
is an explanation of add-a-ball versus 
free play, slightly updated from its 
initial use before the New York City 
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Behind the 
flashing lights

Council hearings regarding the li- 
censing of pinball machines in 
Manhattan. Hopefully it can be of 
some interest and help for any of you 
who find things tilting in the wrong 
direction. 


Even with all of its technological 
advances, pinball machines have 
lagged behind sociologically. The 
industry has had to fight a continual 
uphill battle in trying to overcome 
much of the stigma attached to the 
manufacture and operation of pinball 
machines. 

Much of the problem emanates 
from the fact that many of the early 
pinball machines were “pay-out” 
games. Games that rewarded the 
player with money or a prize if certain 
scores were attained. Today’s pinball 
games though, have transcended this 
need of legislation on these grounds 
due to later inventions and features. 

One of the most notable inven- 
tions along these lines was flippers. 
Introduced in Gottlieb’s Humpty 
Dumpty in 1947, flippers added a 
new skill factor to the game. With a 
little practice, a player could catch 
balls on the flippers and bat them 
anywhere on the playfield. Used in 
pairs, with independent action, the 
flippers were situated near the lower 
end of the playfield and were quickly 
adopted by all the manufacturers. 


Flippers brought a new dimension 
to pinball machines. Skill, always a 
part of even the oldest machines, 
was now even more evident in the 
artful manipulation of flippers. 

However, in some communities 
the laws proved to be inflexible as 
pinball manufacturers tried to change 
many antiquated views associated 
with pinball machines. 

Rufus King is a Washington lawyer 
and legislative counsel to many 
congressional committees including 
the Kefauver (Senate Crime) Com- 
mittee of 1951-2, as well as being 
author of “Gambling and Organized 
Crime.” In point II of the 1956 case 
of the United States of America, 
Petitioner versus Walter Korpan, 
King states: “Responsible manufac- 
turers of amusement-type machines 
do not claim overbearing social worth 
for their products. The games they 
market—primarily pin-ball games— 
give harmless amusement and diver- 
sion, for a very modest considera- 
tion. They please their patrons, 
momentarily, perhaps, by providing 
an animated, somewhat challenging 
test of luck and skill, which is its own 
reward and which makes no appeal 
to the so-called gambling urge. They 
own to serving human idleness. But 
they do not exploit human weak- 
ness.” 

In a lighter vein, King continues 
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his stand in an article entitled, “The 
Case For Good Pinballs.” “O.K.— 
let’s admit flat out that amusement 
pinball games are not in any sense 
really a Big Deal, and that neither the 
Constitution nor the Republic is 
much jeopardized by their being 
misunderstood and erroneously out- 
lawed here and there. The games are 
nickel-and-dime stuff, adult play- 
things that do no more than enliven 
moments of relaxation. But on the 
other hand there is nothing wrong 
with relaxation and play, and they 
provide quite wholesome recreation. 
They have never caused cancer of 
DTs, or led anyone to “harder” stuff, 
nor do they appeal to prurience or 
glorify sadism and violence. So let’s 
rate them an honest “G”. And 
remember that Americans today 
have more leisure hours to fill with, 
hopefully, wholesome recreation and 
pasttimes than ever before.” 

Twenty years hasn’t appreciably 
changed the stance of authority since 
the Korpan case, even with King’s 
view at hand. 

The statutory test as to what is a 
gambling device in a coin-operated 
machine is whether there is any 
element of chance in the playing of 
the game. Initially, it should be 
remembered that play on_ these 
devices is not in the nature of a 
contest, where the player competes 
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against an opponent. Where a 
machine is so designed that the 
player receives a reward contingent 
on his making a certain score, in the 
form of a prize of any description— 
even to the extent of getting 
permission to play the game again 
without paying—the game may well 
be described as a contest between the 
player and the machine owner; and, 
if depended on chance as opposed to 
skill, the game may be deemed a 
gambling device. Here, concededly 
no such element is present. Here the 
player is exactly in the same position 
vis-a-vis the proprietor of the device 
whether his score is good, bad, or 
indifferent. 

But not all arguments run to such 
a reasonable and rational format, so 
that prohibitive legislation still holds 
true in the case of operating pinball 
machines in some areas. It may be 
interesting to note that where pinball 
machines are legal, they enjoy a 
rather uncorrupting influence on the 
populace at large. Even the basic 
tenets of pinball industry, run counter 
to the overall atmosphere generated 
by the adverse legislation. 

Still active is Harry Williams, one 
of the founders of Williams Electro- 
nics, which is one of the major 
manufacturers of pinball machines in 
the world. He reflects that “you as a 
player must feel a sense of ac- 





complishment. It’s cause and effect. 
You did this to cause this. In addition 
the ball must have smooth play.” 

Sam Stern, the president of Stern 
Electronics, holds that “pinball ma- 
chines have to have a theme and 
action.” Steve Kordak, a designer at 
Williams, feels that “you want a lot of 
skill in a game. Ideas? They come 
from watching people play.” 

Over at Bally Manufacturing Cor- 
poration, another major force in the 
production of pinball machines, the 
mood is similar. Norm Clark, the 
chief engineer of the novelty division 
imparts that the games “have to have 
play appeal. There has to be skill 
involved from the moment you hit 
the plunger...with interest created 
throughout the playfield. Everything 
must be there for a _ purpose, 
although the main ingredient is skill. 
We try to build in some luck because 
not all players are able to hit 
everything. But I like skill in a game.” 

Jim Patla, a young designer at 
Bally, “tries to do something that’s 
never been done before. Personally, 
I like to have control over parts of the 
game, but only if a difficult shot is 
involved.” Greg Kmiec, another of 
Bally’s new breed, approaches his 
task “as a player not a designer. I put 
in what I think I’d like...if I hit this, 
what would | like to see happen 
next.” 
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“One must flow with the play of the machine, 
relying on hand-and-eye coordination 
much as one would in any sport” 


Alvin Gottlieb, carrying on in his 

father’s footsteps at D. Gottlieb & 
Company creates pinball games that 
can “sustain a player’s interest, we 
like to offer a challenge that can 
always be exciting.” Indicative of the 
Gottlieb credo is a statement that 
appears on all their literature: “That 
extra touch of quality and originali- 
ty.” 
Given these insights into what 
some of the people in the industry 
feel, it should be pointed out that 
each manufacturer has his own 
particular style and appeal. In many 
cases players even become brand- 
loyal, although to the unfamiliar, 
pinball machines appear boringly 
alike. One might even say the same 
about today’s automobiles, even 
though most of us could identify a 
Cadillac from a Ford. 

There is, though, a definitive logic 
and strategy involved that is intrinsic 
to every pinball machine. A Bally 
pinball machine will play differently 
than a Stern, Gottlieb or Williams 
machine, because designers and 
manufacturers are different. But this 
is the way it should be in a 
competitive environment. 

This being the case, it should be 
mentioned that if manufacturers 
don’t agree on particular playfield 
styling or action, they do agree on 
the types of machines available. 

Pinball machines can be designed 
to be either free-play or add-a-ball 
games. There is a difference primari- 
ly from a legislative standpoint and 
also from a pinball player’s stand- 
point. 

Briefly, an add-a-ball game will 
provide a player with an additional 
ball if a particular target is hit or if a 
certain score is attained. A free-play 
pinball will award free games to a 
player rather than additional games. 

The difference between these two 
versions should be apparent. An 
additional ball continues the play of a 
particular game because the player 
has shown some skill and proclivity in 
being able to master the machine. 
The added ball then, becomes a 
gauge by which the player’s level of 
competence can be measured. This 
makes the added ball not a com- 
modity of value, but rather an 
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indication of merit. A reward, if you 
will, of playing a particular pinball 
machine successfully. 

This is not to say that a free-play is 
a unit of value. For the player, there 
remains a subtle difference although 
an additional ball combined with a 
free play proves the most satisfying to 
a majority of players. 

What is the attraction of pinball 
machines? Maybe it’s the special gift 
they supply. For the adept, pinball 
playing is an art, for the novice it’s 
the challenge. The totality of the 
experience is in trying to beat the 
machine at its own game. One must 
flow with the play of the machine 
relying on hand and eye coordina- 
tion much as one would in any sport. 

Probably the best answer to the 
captivation of pinballs is that the 
machines are designed for entertain- 
ment. In Marshall McLuhan’s terms, 
the pinball machine can be designat- 
ed at a “hot medium.” You aren’t 
playing “against” the machine, you 
are playing “with” it. 

The experience may simulate the 
adventure of playing chess against a 
computer. Man has always battled 
machines, trying to outwit and 
out-maneuver the inventions. And in 
pinball machines we are faced with 
the ultimate challenge of having an 
instrument we can truly master. Even 
with the computer we can only hope 
for a draw. With pinball machines we 
have the opportunity to display our 
talents and skills. 

For these reasons alone pinball 
machines have stood the test of time. 
They have evolved and grown with a 
changing society, becoming more 
sophisticated as our sensibilities have 
demanded more complex play. With 
pinball machines we are faced not 
with a peril but with a device 
designed to be enjoyed. It can supply 
a diversion for those who want to try 
their hand or be ignored by those 
who find them to be only child’s 
play.” 

But in the long run it should be the 
choice of the individual, whether he 
wants to experience the lights and 
sounds of this fascinating medium. 
Corrupting? No. Pinball machines 
are entertaining, relaxing and only as 
frustrating as missing a birdie putt. 
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Playing off the Nation’s continuing 
love affair with football, Gottlieb 
scores another “Touchdown” with 
new 2-player “GRIDIRON.

In Part Two of “Play Meter Plays the Games,” we take a look at 
more of the new games unveiled at the recent trade shows. While 
our first installment of the article (PLAY METER, December, page 
20) covered nothing but video games, Part Two will focus on some 
popular and potentially successful electro-mechanical pieces, as well 
as more video games, and some rather expensive specialty pieces. 

The year 1977 will be remembered as the “Transition” year due to 
the introduction of pure solid-state equipment from virtually all the 
major manufacturers. There were, in fact, more logic boards, PC 
boards, and microprocessors at the trade shows this past year than in 
any other year in history. Yet amongst all the diodes, transistors, and 
resistors there did surface a couple of electro-mechanical games that 
almost seemed like anachronisms. They seemed to stand out as a 
somewhat sad reminder that there were fewer electro-mechanical 
games around than ever before. 


That’s not to say that electro-mechanical games are on their way 


out. Quite the contrary. Because of the soaring costs of solid-state 
ames, a vast new market is developing for mid-priced games (under 
$1000) that are simple in design and construction, are relatively easy 
to maintain, and have larger location lives. There will eventually be a 
resurgence of electro-mechanical games in the marketplace. This 
development will perhaps result in the stabilization and possible 
reversal of the prices of solid-state games. So be on the lookout for 
the following two pieces and more to come in tne not too distant 

future.

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Seeburg, Taito agreement 


Seeburg Industries, Inc. has 
reached an agreement to sell the 
business and certain assets of its 
Chicago-based products division to 
Taito America Corp., an affiliate of 
Seeburg’s Japanese _ distributor- 
ship. 

Negotiations reported earlier to 
sell the products division to a 
group of Seeburg distributors 
(PLAY METER UPDATE, Sep- 
tember 14, 1977) were terminated. 

The terms of the new agreement 
call for Taito to acquire about $7.3 
million of the products division's 
assets for cash, notes, and as- 
sumption of current liabilities. 

The agreement, according to 
Edward D. Miller of Taito America 
Corp. in Chicago, allows Seeburg 
Industries to retain ownership of 
the products division’s Chicago 
plant together with its machinery 
and equipment. Taito will be 


leasing these from Seeburg Indus- 
tries and, according to Miller, will 
be holding an option to buy them. 

Miller noted that the purchase 
plan has yet to be approved by the 
entire board of directors but that 
the target date for that board of 
director's decision is set for the end 
of December. 

“With this, we will get the 
Seeburg name,” said Miller. Then 
he added, “Our plan is to strength- 
en and continue that name. The 
primary thrust of this agreement is 
that there will be a continuation of 
the Seeburg products line and the 
Seeburg products division.” 

When asked if the change of 
ownership would represent any 
change in the final product, Miller 
said, “We plan to institute many 
improvements in the product line 
and overall operation.” 


“There’s a great future for music 
in this industry,” continued Miller. 
“The revolution that has come to 
the games industry has yet to come 
tothe music industry, and we hope 
to bring about that kind of 
change.” 

The products division of Seeburg 
manufactures coin-operated pho- 
nographs and post-mix vending 
equipment. 

The transaction does not affect 
Seeburg’s other operations. See- 
burg will continue—through its 
Choice-Vend, Williams Electron- 
ics, Qualitone, King Musical In- 
strument, and entertainment divi- 
sions—to manufacture and market 
bottle and can vending machines, 
coin-operated amusement games, 
hearing aids, musical instruments, 
and operate a_ theater-in-the- 
round. 


Anti-pinball ordinance quashed 


An anti-pinball ordinance which 
had been in effect since 1961 in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana has been 
overturned, and the time to appeal 
that court decision has passed. 

A Baton Rouge ordinance which 
had prohibited persons under 18 
years of age from playing pinball 
games was quashed in June by the 
City Court of Baton Rouge. But at 
that time, the city of Baton Rouge 
announced that it planned to appeal 
the decision. However, according to 


Max LaBranche, the attorney who 
represented a Baton Rouge arcade 
operator in the case, the city has 
failed to register that appeal; and the 
time allotted for’ that appeal has 
passed. 

Therefore, the: June decision 
which was decided in favor of the 
arcade operator is now res judicata. 
The 16-year-old anti-pinball ordi- 
nance has been quashed 

LaBranche told PLAY METER 
that the Baton Rouge ordinance 


pre-dated a law passed in 1966 by 
the Louisiana state legislature which 
outlawed gambling-type pinball ma- 
chines. That law, said LaBranche, 
specifically exempted amusemen:- 
type flipper games from the ban and, 
in effect, made it unconstitutional for 
a municipality to outlaw amusement- 
type pinball games. 

LaBranche also argued that other 
coin-operated amusement devices 
such as foosball tables, pool tables, 
and arcade pieces were not prohibit- 
ed by the Baton Rouge ordinance. 
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ELECTRO-MECHANICAL GAMES 


Heading the rather short list of 
electro-mechanical games recently 
released are a couple of games called 
Dozer by Americoin and Soccer by 
Sega. 


Dozer 
By Americoin 

Many of you _ will remember 
Americoin’s Junkyard piece from last 
year. It so happens that Junkyard is 
still grinding out some pretty respect- 
able numbers at many an arcade 
across America. This year’s electro- 
mechanical entry by Americoin is 
aptly dubbed Dozer. It features a 
realistic-looking scaled down bull- 
dozer situated in a quarry-type 
setting. Player controls are two 
heavy-duty handles that are used to 
steer a Caterpillar-type bulldozer. 
The controls operate in much the 
same manner as the player controls 
on Kee’s famous video game Tank. 

The object of Dozer is to plow as 
much ore (actually styrofoam peb- 
bles) into a simulated mine pit as 
possible. A clever vacuum pump 
transfer system brings the mine ore 
up to the ground level (playfield 
level) and deposits it with a series of 
processing stations that weighs, 
processes, and returns the ore to the 
playfield where it can be mined again 
on the next play. The refining 
process of the mined ore is all done 
within full view of the player while 
actually measuring the amount of ore 
each player mines. A player’s score is 
measured and displayed in terms of 
tons. 

The Dozer cabinet boasts a 
“construction company” look paint- 
ed with very bold black and green 
stripes. An oversize speaker delivers 
realistic bulldozer sounds, and the 
playfield graphics are colorful and 
imaginative. Playing time is operator 
adjustable. Dozer can be set to 
reward good players with bonus time 
for additional scoring or a free game. 
Dozer is a good test of hand/eye 
coordination for people of all ages 
and should prove to be as successful, 
if not more so, than Junkyard. 


Soccer 

By Sega 
With America’s growing interest in 
the sport of soccer and the phenom- 
enal success of foosball over the past 
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several years, Sega’s new electro- 
mechanical two-player entry, Soc- 
cer, stands a good chance of 
becoming popular. 

Similar in appearances only to 
Midway’s plastic dome-topped bas- 
ketball game of some years back, 
Soccer comes in a table configuration 
with the same plastic dome top 
concept. Inside, the playfield consists 
of a soccer-type goal at each end of 
the playfield. In front of each goal is a 
player-controlled goalie that is used 
for defensive purposes, i.e. blocking 
shots at goal. The playfield between 
the goalies consists of twenty-four 
funnel-shaped kick-out holes. Each 
kick-out hole is marked with both a 
color—either red, yellow, or blue— 
and a letter—A,B, or C. The three 
colors and the three letters corre- 
spond to a like set of buttons situated 
in front of each player. 

As the ball (a miniaturized soccer 
ball) is put into play automatically at 
midfield, each player tries to antici- 
pate which kick-out hole the ball will 
eventually land in. Once the ball 
lands in a hole, the first player to 
push the correct corresponding color 
and letter buttons has the ball ejected 
toward his opponent’s goal. After 
landing in a successive kick-out hole 
and advancing the ball towards the 
opponent’s goal, the ball eventually 
ends up in one of three holes running 
in front of the opponent’s goal. A 
shot from any one of these positions 
will result in a goal provided it is not 
blocked by the opponent’s goalie. 

Soccer keeps track of and displays 
each player’s score electronically. 
Gametime is operator adjustable 
from one to three minutes. A buzzer 
feature warns players that the end of 
the game is nearing. A score by 
either player after this buzzer will 
automatically end the game. The 
competitive aspect of the game is its 
main drawing card. One player’s 
reflexes are pitted against another’s. 
It’s a classic man-against-man game 
that is simple in its concept, yet 
challenging to players of all ages. 


MORE THEME VIDEO GAMES 


The Game Tree 
By P.S.E. 

Project Support Engineering oth- 
erwise known as P.S.E. was out in 
force this year with expanded booth 
space at the show and an expanded 
product line to boot. From the 
company that brought you Man- 
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eater—the “Jaws” game of two 
years ago that came in a fiberglass 
cabinet that was in the actual shape 
of a great white shark—comes a new 
video rifle game called The Game 
Tree. 

Similar in some respects to Atari’s 
Triple Hunt, Game Tree is a 
stand-up single-player video rifle 
game. It features a very strong, 
heavy-duty rifle mount, an attractive- 
ly-styled cabinet, and good clean 
playfield graphics and artwork. The 
theme of the game is, of course, 
hunting. 

Using a standard rifle, a player 
squeezes off an unlimited number of 
shots at various targets over a period 
of time pre-set by the operator. The 
targets consist of four common forest 
animals—turkeys, 200 points; squir- 
rels, 300 points; rabbits, 400 points; 
flying squirrels, 500 points. In typical 
P.S.E. fashion, a penalty target, in 
this case a hunting dog, also appears 
on the screen at random. Hitting the 
hunting dog subtracts 500 points 
from the player’s score. This keeps 
the player from just holding the 
trigger back and firing away at 
anything that moves. The player 
must be selective and _ exercise 
caution or else he'll lose valuable 
points. 

I have yet to see a video rifle game 
with a true sight. I suppose from an 
engineering standpoint, the idea of 
perfect sighting on a video rifle game 
is staggering. Game Tree is no 
exception to this rule. But Game 
Tree does have one distinct advan- 
tage. When a bullet is fired, a tiny 
explosion appears on the screen 
where the bullet hit. In this way, the 
player sees if he’s aiming too high or 
too low or whatever... This unique 
“tracer” feature overcomes the aim- 
ing problem with the rifle while at the 
same time adding a little spark to the 
visual impact of the game. 


Inferno 
By Meadows 

Disaster films have finally made an 
impact on video games. In the not 
too distant past, we have seen 
“Jaws” games and “Star Wars” 
games. We had yet to see a disaster 
game, a la “Poseidon Adventure” or 
an “Earthquake.” But now from the 
friendly folks at Meadows comes a 

game entitled Inferno. 
As in the disaster film, “The 
Towering Inferno,” the action in 
Meadows’ Inferno centers around a 
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highrise building that’s on fire. This 
one-or two-player upright video 
game features the tension and 
excitement of fire fighting. 

A highrise building is depicted ona 
23-inch Motorola monitor. At the 
bottom of the screen, supposedly at 
street level, are the players’ fire 
trucks. On each side of the screen 
running vertically is a fireman on a 
ladder. By using a_ heavy-duty 
joystick control, each player can raise 
or lower his fireman on the ladder 
and also move his fire truck from side 
to side in front of the highrise. As a 
fire bursts out at random, the object 
is for each player to position his truck 
under the fire and move his fireman 
up the ladder to the level of the fire. 
A push of the button then produces a 
water stream from the fireman on the 
ladder and the flame is extinguished. 

The first player to line up his truck 
and fireman at the correct coordi- 
nates of the fire and hit the fire with a 
stream of water, gets credit for 
putting out the fire (100 points). And 
another fire bursts out on the screen 
someplace else. The object of the 
game, of course, is to put out as 
many flames as possible within the 
time allotted (which is operator 
adjustable) . 

In the single-player mode, the 
object of the game is to play against 
time or the high-score-of-the-day 
feature. When in the single-player 
feature, Infemo is designed to 
operate from either player control, 
thus eliminating any confusion as to 
which controls should be used. 

In the same vein, the new 
production models of Inferno now 
feature the instructions of the game 
on a display on the monitor. There 
was some concern at the A.M.O.A. 
show regarding the instructions on 
the cabinet not being specific 
enough. To solve that problem, 
Meadows programmed, into _ its 
microprocessor, playing instructions 
that are thrown up on the monitor 
just before every game. That’s not a 
bad idea to incorporate into all 
games, come to think of it. 


Ultra Tank 
By Atari 
In part One of this article, | 
mentioned that there were no totally 
new play concepts employed but 
rather a host of re-hashes of previous 
winners. In almost every case, it was 
one manufacturer who was making a 
re-hash of some other manufactur- 
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er’s past success piece. But in a 
couple of instances, we _ noticed 
where the same manufacturer made 
a re-hash of one of its own past 
games, Atari came with a sequel to 
its prior hit, Tank, and named it Ultra 
Tank. Ultra Tank has all the playing 
characteristics of its predecessor 
Tank in addition to some brand new 
features. The game is available with 
either a color or a black-and-white 
monitor. The color monitor was very 
striking and added considerably to 
the appearance of the game. In 
addition, several player selectable 
play modifications are offered in 
Ultra Tank. 

Players can select a modification 
that would make their tank invisible 
temporarily after each shot is fired. 
Or, they can choose a game where 
the cannon shots rebound off the 
walls. There’s also a selection that 
features cannon shots that can be 
steered towards its target. 


Super Death Chase 
By Exidy 

Exidy was another company that 
showed a “re-hash” of one of its own 
past successes. If the media thinks 
they’ve buried Exidy’s infamous 
Death Race, it appears that they 
have another thought coming. Don’t 
tell them, but Death Race has risen 
from the grave and has_ been 
resurrected in to a new game called 
Super Death Chase. 

Boasting of a new 36-inch wide 
cabinet, Super Death Chase offers 
plenty of room for two players. 
Player controls are the same as in 
Death Race, and the object of the 
game is the same—to wipe out as 
many skeletons as possible within the 
allotted time. Some game-improving 
additions to the actual play of the 
game were made. Two skeletons are 
now always on the screen at any one 
given time. They still scamper 
around randomly as in Death Race, 
only there’s two now. Additionally, a 
random ghost feature worth 
points (skeletons are worth ten) 
appears on the screen from time to 
time. When he appears, both players 
race towards it in an effort to score 
the bonus points. 

The cabinet graphics and artwork 
are done in the morbid fashion of 
Death Race. Super Death Chase 
sports an extended play feature and 
can be operated as a one- or 
two-player game. 





SPECIALTY PIECES 


Bigfoot 
By Bally 

Of all the large specialty pieces 
unveiled at the recent trade shows, 
the one that stole the show had to be 
Bally’s Bigfoot. Originally built for 
use on the NBC television special 
“Us Against the World” (See PLAY 
METER, October, page 36), Bigfoot 
first came face-to-face with operators 
at the A.M.O.A. show. It was a 
constant attention-getter at the show 
and had people talking for days 
afterwards. 

Although Bigfoot was originally 
built as a promotional item and was 
never intended for the production 
line, present thinking at Bally is to 
consider building Bigfoot in a limited 
production run. 

Sources say that the final price tag 
could run as high as $7000 for the 
game. Apparently there are enough 
large arcades in the country and 
abroad that could warrant such a 
production run. I can almost see it 
now—Play Bally’s Bigfoot, The Big 
Bertha of pinball, three balls for a 
silver dollar, folks, step right up. 


Sprint 4 
By Atari 

Known for its driving games, Atari 
has come up with yet another 
multi-player piece that is sure to earn 
its place among the best driving 
games. In PLAY METER’s annual 
operators poll for 1977, Atari’s Sprint 
II took second place honors for the 
best arcade game of the year. It is 
therefore no wonder that Atari chose 
this game to make into a larger 
four-player version called Sprint 4. 

In the tradition of Indy 4 and Tank 
4, Sprint 4 accommodates up to four 
players at the same time. Ten 
different player-selectable tracks are 
the main features of this game by 
Atari. Player controls are the same as 
with most Atari driving games. 
Because it’s multi-player game, it 
uses a color monitor with each 
player’s car being a different color. 
Each player also has his own start 
button and track-select button. When 
less than four players are playing, the 
remaining cars act as drone cars run 
by the computer. Throw in some 
rather realistic motor racing sound 
effects and you’ve got a game that 
has all the earmarks of success— 
Sprint 4. 
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Heli-Shooter 
By Sega 


One of the two most talked about 
large sit-down arcade games was 
Sega’s Heli-Shooter. Considered the 
F-1 of this year’s show, Sega’s 
Heli-Shooter seems to offer the most 
realism of any game at the show. It is 
my considered opinion that the more 
realism a game encompasses, the 
more popular it will be. Can you 
imagine hooking up a coin slot to a 
747 cockpit flight simulator? You 
would probably have people lined up 
to play it forever. Our business is 


selling fantasies, and the more real 
these features can be made to 
appear, the better. 

Heli-Shooter is a large, sit-down 
awkward-shaped machine that will 
probably make a lot of money. In 
effect, it is a helicopter/target game. 
The player sits in the cockpit of a Bell 
bubble-type helicopter that is sup- 
posedly hovering over an enemy 
city. Two separate foot peddles anda 
large helicopter joystick with a firing 
button on the handle grip are the 
player controls. The feeling of 
hovering and maneuvering a heli- 
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copter is so real it tends to be 
somewhat startling at first. But after a 
while one gets the hang of it and 
begins to navigate over the city 
searching out enemy targets that are 
colored red. 

The special effects of Heli-Shooter 
offer tracer bullets, six distinctly 
different sounds, a realistic projection 
system, and enemy ground missiles 
that are fired up at the player. 
Heli-Shooter is indeed an action- 
packed game that offers the player a 
high degree of challenge as well as 
a high degree of realism. 


Battle Station 
By Allied Leisure 


In the tradition of its prior success 
piece, F-114, Allied Leisure itself 
re-hashed and reorganized, made a 
re-hash of its own. This one is Battle 
Station. It is similar in many respects 
to F-114 in that a player sits down in 
a machine gunner like a cockpit and 
fires at targets projected on a rather 
large panoramic screen in front of 
him. 

The sound effects, explosion 
sequences, and machine gun effects 
on Battle Station are especially good. 
It can keep score for one or two 
players, although only one player 
can play at a time. It seems that a lot 
of manufacturers are playing their 
strong suits this year, and Allied 
Leisure proved to be no exception. 
Known especially for its specialty 
pieces, specifically projection-type 
target games, Allied is relying on 
Battle Station to start them back on 
the path to Success. 


Face Place 
By Polaroid Corp. 


Last and certainiy not least, we 
come to a piece of equipment that | 
consider to be a breath of fresh air 
amongst the frenzy of amusement 
devices. In fact, it would be stretching 
the issue to call Polaroid’s new Face 
Place an amusement piece, although 
a lot of people get a big kick out of 
seeing a picture of themselves in 
living color. 

Face Place is an automatic portrait 
studio that delivers high-quality 
SX-70 color prints almost instanta- 
neously for a dollar a shot. It’s a 
dandy piece of equipment that takes 
up about the same floor space as a 
pinball, has easy maintenance, has 
the capacity to earn at a rate of five 
dollars per minute, and, best of all, 
it’s a piece that will never have to be 
moved till it wears out. How’s that for 
a breath of fresh air? 
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New Orleans 
poo! tourney 


Most of the top pocket billiards 
players in the New Orleans area 
recently clashed in emotion-packed 
championship playoffs of the Third 
Annual Greater New Orleans Coin- 
Operated 8-Ball Tournament in the 
New Orleans Marriott Hotel. 

Using the hotel’s elegant Mardi 
Gras Ballroom as an "OK Corral,” 
the classic eight-hour shootout 
involved 96 finalists. 

The finalists—32 each in Class 
Divisions A,B,C—did battle on 12 
pool tables to claim a share of the 
$2,400 cash pot and to win trophies 
for the business establishments 
where they qualified to enter the 
finals. 

Hosted by Bob Nims, tournament 
director and president of A.M.A. 
Distributors, Inc, New Orleans, the 
playoffs were held November 27. 

This year’s tournament was co- 
sponsored by 32 business locations 
in the Metro New Orleans area and 
Lucky Coin Machine Co., Inc., a 
New Orleans operator of coin-op 
music and amusement equipment. 

In the final championship match- 
es, which required winning three of 
five games each, Al Bonife set down 
Bill Trentecosta in four games to 
win the Class A Division champion- 
ship. Bonife received a check for 
$500 and the location where he 
qualified, Southside Disco, Metai- 
rie, La., was awarded the classic 
winner's trophy. Trentecosta col- 
lected $250 for his first runner-up 
efforts and Final Edition, New 
Orleans, got the second-place tro- 
phy. 

Class B top honors went to 
Charles Blanchard who claimed the 
$300 first prize in this division. The 
championship trophy was awarded 
to his qualifying location, Final 
Edition. Blanchard’s win came after 
he defeated in four games Frank 
White of Danny’s Lounge, New 
Orleans. White picked up $150 for 
himself and aé trophy for his 
qualifying location. 

John Washington, playing out of 
Charlie’s Corner, New Orleans, won 
the Class C top spot by defeating in 
four games Douglas Winslow of 
Sonra Lounge, Kenner, Louisiana. 
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The new Orleans Marriott Hotel was 
the scene recently of the eight-hour 
“shootout” as 96 finalists competed 
in the third annual Greater New 
Orleans Eight-Ball Tournament. 


Washington picked up a $200 check 
and a trophy for his location, while 
Winslow went away with $100 and 
second-place trophy for the location 
where he qualified. 

Players finishing in third through 
eighth places in each class division 
also received cash prizes. Each of 
the 96 finalists were given official 
“baseball type’’ caps with ‘’New 
Orleans 8-Ball Championships”’ 
patch on each cap when they 
registered. 

The 1977 championship playoffs 
at the Marriott Hotel—scene of the 
tourney finals for the past three 
years—climaxed nine weeks of 
qualifying rounds held at each of the 
32 locations in the Greater New 
Orleans area. 

Each location, after holding eight 
consecutive weeks of qualifying 
rounds, held its own finals pitting 
the eight weekly winners against 
one another. The winner became 
eligible to go to the championship 
playoffs in Class A, while the 
second place player got the nod for 
Class B and the third place for Class 
C, making three players eligible from 
each location.

A close look at flippers 


Pinball by Nabisco 


What makes one pinball machine 
a winner and the other a loser on 
location? What is it that attracts 
players to put their quarters into one 
pinball game and ignore the one 
standing next to it? 

It’s an age-old question, and there 
have been many theories on it. But 
one operator has come up with still 
another theory to answer _ this 
question, and it deserves a close 
look. 

His theory is, quite simply, that 
there are some features which will 
just naturally attract players to the 
game and others that will leave the 
pinballer indifferent. For instance, do 
players as a rule prefer games with 
two, three, or four flippers? And 
what about the size of the flippers, 
does that matter to the player? And 
features like open lanes that lead 
back up to the top of the playfield 
and rollover buttons, do they attract 
pinballers or leave them indifferent? 

Charles Ross, who operates Magic 
Coin in San Marcos, Texas and who 
it was who hit upon this theory, may 
have opened the proverbial can of 
worms with this one, but with the aid 
of acomputer from Southwest Texas 
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By David Pierson 


State University, he may also come 
up with some answers. So he’s 
begun charting his games according 
to the features on the playfield, 
hoping to find a trend as to what 
features keep turning up on the big 
earners. 

“It’s a marketing survey,” claims 
Ross. “It’s just like Nabisco making a 
survey to find out if people prefer 
round crackers or square-shaped 
ones. Until now, the industry hasn't 
had anyone to collect all this hard 
statistical information.” 

Last year Ross picked at random 
seventeen pinball machines in his 
arcade and then began compiling a 
checklist of features which kept 
appearing on the biggest money- 
makers and which features did not. 

Then with the aid of his “computer 
jockey” Wilbon Davis who is in the 
mathematics department at South- 
west Texas State University, Ross ran 
that information through the com- 
puter and came out with some 
interesting findings. Not even Ross is 
asserting that the findings in his 
preliminary survey are authoritative 
(since the survey is based on such a 
small sampling of games), but his

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findings do indicate that perhaps an 
operator can evaluate his games 
according to the features. 

For the record, his survey indi- 
cated that players in his area seem to 
favor games that have spinner targets 
and kick holes over games that do 
not have these features. Also, his 
preliminary study indicated that there 
seems to be no difference in earnings 
between games with big flippers and 
games with smaller flippers; this 
seems to run against the beliefs of 
many who suspect that long flippers 
are more attractive to players. 

His other findings included the 
not-so-surprising fact that four-player 
games earn more than single-player 
or two-player games, but the earning 
potential of the four-player models, 
Ross noted, was not significant when 
adjusted to the added cost for such a 
game. Also, the number of pop 
bumpers and the number of drop 
targets, Ross found, did not “figure 
significantly concerning the game’s 
return.” 

Ross is now immersed in a 
second, much more extensive survey 
which he hopes may establish more 
relationships between features and 
game earnings. Some features which 
he will be studying in this second 
survey are as follows (it should be 
noted that this list serves as a good 
checklist for other operators who 
might want to check out their games 
according to Ross’s standards): 

The number of pop bumpers 
The number of flippers 

The number of spin targets 
The number of drop _ targets 
The number of kick holes 

The number of fixed targets 
The number of rollover buttons 
The number of rollover wires 
. The number of digits in the 
scoring (four, five, or six) 

10. Is there an extra ball feature? 
11. Is there an out-hole bonus? 
12. Is there a gate returning the ball 
to the plunger? 

13. Is there a double _ bonus? 
14. Is there a lane which leads back 
up to the top of the playfield? 
15. Is there a special? 

16. What are the major colors of the 
playfield? (This last one may not 
sound significant, but if your own 
survey points out that your best 
games are all predominantly red, 
then you might be on to something. 
After all, marketing experts have 
been able to show where colors can 
attract buyers to other products such 
as detergents and foodstuffs. Why 
wouldn’t the same thing hold true for 
pinball machines?) 

Of course, a game’s profitability 
depends largely on how all these 
different features are put together. It 
may have all the indications of a 
winner and _ still be a “dog” on 
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location. In which case, Ross reveals 
another interesting point which may 
make a difference. Adjust the free 
level. 

“You can't say that this or that 
percentage of free play is the best,” 
Ross claims. “What you have to do, 
we found out, is take a game and 
raise and lower its free play until we 
find its profit maximizing point. As far 
as free plays go, we’ve found that the 
profit maximizing point of each game 
is different.” 

The point is an interesting one. If 
the game is a good earner, it seems 
to point out, then players will be 
willing to play for a lower replay level 
just to have the action of a game that 
offers all of the features the pinballer 
likes in a game. Conversely, a game 
that does not offer the action or the 
features which draw players to it may 
still entice players if free plays on it 
are easily attainable. 

Ross, in his second survey, will 
also be undertaking with the help of 
the computer an “inter-correlation 
analysis” to see if there are any 
combinations of features which seem 
to appear time and time again on the 
top moneymaking games. 

How has this system worked out 
so far for Ross? He says that he now 
buys all his games according to the 
survey's findings, and according to 
the feel he gets when he plays the

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game. Pointing to PLAY METER’s 
recent listing of top earning pingames 
(November, page 25) Ross said that 
he had, by following his system, 
invested in all six of those top 
earners. 

What does Koss hope his study 
will achieve in the end? Says he, “I 
would like the results to show an 
operator just by looking at a pinball 
playfield whether a game is a good 
earner or not, based upon _ its 
features.” And he adds that if his 
survey falls short of that goal, “part of 
the reason will be because of the lack 
of information.” 

Will this lead eventually to the 
ultimate pinball game, and in the end 
kill a game known for its diversity? 
Ross doesn’t think so. ‘“You’re 
always going to have the variety,” he 
points out. The point seems to be 
that even if a game has all the good 
features it’s still a matter of how they 
are put together on the game. And 
manufacturers, through their own 
ingenuity, will always find variations 
with player appeal. 

An approach such as the one Ross 
offers may even answer one of the 
most burning issues of the day—are 
players more attracted to solid state 
pins or electro-mechanical pins? And 
if the solid state games are the better 
earners, are the earnings significant 
to offset the higher cost?

Some time ago, a friend of mine 
asked me, very bluntly, why I haven’t 
tried my hand at writing a song. | 
suppose | could write some lyrics, but 
I’m not sure about the actual melody. 
It seems as though every time I have 
tried to write a tune, it comes out a 
combination of about four. other 
songs. 

When I was in college, and taking 
a music class, that was one of our 
assignments. The teacher, a middle- 
aged lady, and one hell-of-a piano 
player herself, sat down and com- 
posed a tune. Right in front of the 
class. It seemed so easy. 

I went home and noodled on the 
guitar, and trumpet. Hours passed. 
Days passed. And then...finally. As 
was once said in “My Fair Lady,” | 
think I’ve Got It! 

Oh, | went into class proudly. My 
heart thumped as my turn grew 
closer. The moment of truth arrived. 
I handed over my “original” tune. 
The teacher began to play it. The 
class listened attentively. I glowed! 
My original tune...being played in 
public. A performance. 

It ended. The teacher asked for 
opinions. They were good. I felt 
great. | was even commended by the 
instructor. She said I had a superb 
ear. 

Of course | did. I had lifted the 
tunes of about five well known songs 
and simply put them together. I did 
all of this unintentionally. The 
composers should have been flat- 
tered. I believe I had some Gershwin, 
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Dylan, Beethoven and probably a bit 
of Lennon and McCartney. 

Though many people in the music 
business refuse to face the facts, what 
happened to me_ wasn't totally 
coincidence. I mean let’s look at this 
thing realistically. 

Since we are dealing with com- 
position, most of it is done on the 
treble clef. Now, after so many years, 
and so many notes on the scale, we 
must make a logical conclusion that 
someday, someday, soon...we are 
going to run out of possible note 
combinations. 

It’s a mathematical fact. Period. 
After all, on a yearly basis, there are 
over 5,000 record albums released 
(this doesn’t count singles, mind 
you). And with an average of 10 
songs per album, we don’t have very 
far to go. This of course, doesn’t 
count all of the previously released 
tunes over the years. 

So, now on with this month’s 
single reviews for the New Year. 
Now me, I’m going to keep a close 
watch on these tunes _ because 
towards the end of 1979 they might 
begin to sound a lot like the “new” 
songs of 1980. 


SHOW SOME EMOTION—Joan 
Armatrading/A&M Records 1994 

This is a pretty fair song, but not 
what I’ve come to expect from Ms. 
Armatrading. For quite a while, she 
has been almost a cult figure within 
music circles, and it seems obvious

that A&M is trying to make her into a 
star. There’s nothing wrong with this, 
but I don’t think her material will 
appeal to the masses. 

I may be wrong, and I hope I’m 
wrong, for there is nothing I like 
better than to be one of the first who 
“discovers” a potential star. Joan’s 
voice is superb, and her stylings are 
very much like Odetta’s were. 

She has the jazz-folk-feel about 
her. This may not be one of Joan’s 
best, but it is certainly worthy, of top 
ten play. Watch her, because A&M 
seems to be putting much time and 
money behind her

Joe Simon/Spring Records—SP178 

Joe is one great singer, but 
somehow, I always feel sorry for him. 
It seems as though he keeps putting 
out singles like crazy, and I keep 
reviewing them like crazy...but no 
one ever plays them on the air. And, 
as you know, that’s one of the 
secrets to having a hit tune. 

Don’t get me wrong, he’s had 
monster hits in the past, but nothing 
lately. And it’s a shame. 


This wonderful song has _ the 
potential. It is super-slick, and 
although it is very heavy into “black” 
music, it can make it. From start to 
finish it is one of the best soul/jazz 
tunes I’ve heard this year (1977). 
And had it come out in 1978, I 
would stash it—and nominate it for 
one of the best of the year.

What next? 





Private coinage, 
that’s what! 


They had left by way of the front 
door, not even having the decency to 
close it, so that I knew when | 
reached to key the doorlock, I had 
been burglarized. I pushed open the 
door, being very careful not to 
smudge fingerprints, but knowing in 
my heart that there wouldn’t be any 
fingerprints, as is the case in most 
burglaries. | 

The only evidence that any one 
had been there and gone were the 
empty coin boxes scattered all 
around the floor of the place. And if 
you are very unlucky, maybe the 
machines themselves are damaged 


too. 

I looked first to my pool table—the 
coin box was ripped from the 
machine and lay upside down on the 
floor; the shuffle-alley had received 
the same treatment; the jukebox had 
been cleaned out as neatly as a fresh 
oyster. Even the little 25-cent trinket 
dispenser that sat on the bar had 
been emptied. They had done a 
nice, professional job, missing only 
the telephone coin box, as is usual in 
most burglaries, for some unknown 
reason. 

The point of entry was the back 
door of the lounge I operated in 
Freeport, Texas, in 1962. But I had 
been lucky. The damage to the door, 
and the loss from the machines 
would only total maybe $300. 

Some operators have not been so 
lucky. Their buildings have been 
damaged, the machines ripped and 
torn, and the money lost. In some 
extreme cases someone has been 
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killed trying to protect the premises 
from thieves. 


And that surprises me. Why 
haven’t the operators asked the 
machine manufacturers for help! Not 
only lounge and bar operators, but 
launderettes, service stations, mo- 
tels, all the places that have 
coin-operated machines that are left 
unattended for any period of time, 
are victims. They should complain, 
and complain loudly. There is an 
answer to the problem; even if you 
don’t agree right now, you will 
sooner or later come to feel that 
private coinage is the answer. 


That’s right, PRIVATE COINAGE! 
After all, money is the drawing card 
for burglars. If we changed the card, 
making a coin that could only be 
used for amusement or _ service 
machine operation, it would put the 
burglar out of business. Who, except 
an idiot, would break into a business 
to steal a bag full of coins that can’t be 
spent on food, clothes, beer, broads, 
ballgames, and Cadillacs? NOBODY 
THAT’S WHO!! 

But they will continue to bust 
down a door, drill through a roof, 
tunnel under a .floor, damage 
property without regard, for a bag full 
of Uncle Sam’s nickles, dimes, and 
quarters! So it seems that the time 
has arrived for major manufacturers 
to give their customers a choice— 
machines that will take either Uncle 
Sam’s money or private coins. 

I know that if | were running a 
business today, I would rather give

customers change in the form of 
private coins than the real macoy, 
just for self protection, knowing that 
if my business was burglarized, I’d 
have most of the money at home, or 
in the night depository at my local: 
bank. 

Private coins are legal as long as 
you don’t make them so good that 
people can be fooled into thinking 
they are real money. Uncle Sam 
takes a dim view of that! But, if the 
coins are such that they only work 
and look other than U.S. coinage, 
you will have no problems with U.S. 
government. 

And private coinage is not a new 
idea. Transportation companies such 
as bus and subway lines, have been 
using them for a hundred years! And 
that million-machine city out West, 
Las Vegas, Nevada, has_ been 
successful in implementing a one 
dollar ($1) token to play in the slot 
machines. 

So most of the problems associat- 
ed with private coinage have been 
solved long ago. The next step is 
getting coin-slot manufacturing com- 
panies to build a slot that will accept 
the new type coins. They can do it 
too. But they might need a little boost 
to get started. 

So, Mr. Independent Operator, 
why don’t you complain! If for no 
other reason than to get a peaceful 
night’s sleep, you should ask your 
distributor, no...tell him...that you 
are tired of getting ripped off, and 
you want some action against the 
night time crawlers! Now!

But it is the first month and 
with it comes all the resolutions and 
promises we make to ourselves and 
all the hopes for what we hope will be 
a good eleven months more. 

For me it is atime to say thank you 
once more to each and every one of 
you who made PINBALL! possible 
and the big success that it is.

I'm in a quandry this month. | 
wanted to do the rest of the foreign 
games that many of you have 
probably forgotten about from the 
AMOA show, but there is so much 
happening domestically that | am 
torn over what to do. My instincts say 
to give you a taste of what’s 
happening here and to save the 
European models for an ATE review, 
and that is what | think I'll do. But 
even after saying this, it’s still a 
difficult choice to make since room is 
limited, and there are some games 
coming out that are really good. So 
without further ado, let’s get into the 
games. 
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Gottlieb’s GOLDEN ARROW 

“On target with the newest 
single-player pinball” is how the top 
of the ad reads and so it is that 
Gottlieb remembers that not every 
location has to have all multi-player 
games. And this single-player is a 
good one—a good basic, build-up in 
action machine that harkens back to 
the complexity of a Bank Shot and 
other multi-target pins this company 
has turned out in the past. 

PLAYFIELD: There are four lanes 
at the top of this game, two on either 
side and two in the middle. Balance 
this off with a devilishly wider spinner 
and you're ready for the three 
thumper bumpers that grace the top 
middle. Two stationary targets are 
nestled in at left and right and top 
two lanes at either side of the field. 
Toward the middle one finds yet two 
more targets before getting to two 
more, one at either side. The bottom 
is Gottlieb with yet more targets to 
keep things going. 

ANALYSIS: Golden Arrow has a 
great amount of potential depending 
upon how the game is leveled since 
the ball can drain after a flurry 
through the spinners. But the basics 
are there for the skill player who 
wants to work on getting ten targets 
out, with some being relatively easier 
than others. The top set-up offers 
some good nudging possibilities 
along with the action off the thumper 
bumpers. Although the openness of 
the middle can cause problems for 
some players, especially those who 
are center oriented and can never get 
the ball ‘all the way’ back up. 

The scoring is high (5,000 and 
10,000 points) if you hit the target 
when the “golden” arrow is on 
target. And there is solid action 
throughout for those into aiming the 
placing and placement of their shots. 
Get all the targets out, no mean feat, 
and when the red special is on and 
the arrow is right, hit the target and 
you've got yourself a free game. It’s 
that simple, until you try to play. The 
game is a toughie. 

KEY SHOTS: No matter how 
many times they may get burned, 
you're going to see players aim for 
the spinners. And in fact, getting the 
ball back up to this general area is a 
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good idea. Many of the targets, in 
fact, are rebound shots from other 
shots and some body English is going 
to have to come in play. The nearer 
targets will be secondary for the 
player, and the “golden” arrow will 
be a benefit rather than a primary aim 
when the game is being put through 
its paces. 

GRAPHICS: How about some 
reds and yellows and probably the 
most powerful looking Indian this 
side of Michael Ansaera (for those 
Broken Arrow viewers of old). It’s a 
powerful look and pinball in its truest 
style of art imitating life. 

PLAY: The game is most assured- 
ly a five-ball machine, and anyone 
putting it on three-ball should give up 
trying to understand why some 
pinball machines do better than 
others. There’s just too much going 
on to condense the play, and players 
are going to feel gyped if they don’t 
get those two extra balls. Besides, 
single-player machines, by _ their 
nature and design, need the continu- 
ity that five-ball offers. So give your 
players a chance to warm up to the 
Golden Arrow. The quarters will 
follow.

Gottlieb’s VULCAN (FIRE QUEEN 
two-player) 

This four-player, with its comple- 
mentary two-player version, supplies 
some high scoring possibilities plus 
an extra-ball set-up that retains many 
of the bonus features on the board as 
well as highlighting the best parts of 
the game. 

PLAYFIELD: The top of Vulcan 
expands a format recently found on 
Gottlieb’s Centigrade 37, with the 
lanes at the right of center, although 
here there are more possibilities for 
nudging off the top left round rubber 
stop. But the game revolves around 
the lanes 1-2-3-4 at the top. This 
center-to-right emphasis continues 
with two thumper bumpers and a 
kick-out hole set in at the right which 
adds bonus points depending upon 
how many green targets are down. 
Which gets us to the targets. Off 
angle, there are five white drop 
targets at the left of center and five 
green ones just below that butt at a 
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reasonably perpendicular angle. 

The top five control the double 
bonus except on the last ball where 
the double bonus is given. Also tied 
into these targets (the white ones) is 
an extra bonus build-up when the 
target’s spot is lit. The bottom five 
drop targets (the green ones) control 
the “same player shoots again” 
feature that’s at right midfield and 
also happens to be the last numbered 
target (5). The left side is where you 
might want to refer back to the 
successful run of models that Gottlieb 
turned out including Wild Life and 
Jungle. 

There are five red roll-overs that, 
when lit, mean a 1000 points and 
appropriately tie-in with the lanes 
and other target. The bottom is pure 
Gottlieb although rather than sling 
shot kickers one finds a little more 
than rebounding rubbers that don’t 
propel the ball that much on contact. 

ANALYSIS: Vulcan is a beauty 


for those into perfecting good skill — 


shots for drop targets or even that left 
red roll-over runway. The flipper 
sweep isn’t as fluid as some Gottlieb 
games; so straight on shots may be a 
bit more difficult to line up. But the 
action is sweet and the bonus 
build-up can really be helped along 
once you get a few lanes out up on 
top. The top right kick-out hole is 
more a rebound shot and the power 
off the thumper bumpers is more 
than enough to accomodate the 
action on this part of the playfield. 

The scoring is nice since Gottlieb 
continues its 100,000 lights begun 
with Jungle Queen, and the points 
are there especially for the player that 
can get an extra ball. When this 
happens the play can really multiply 
points on any given turn. 

KEY SHOTS: You’re going to see 
players going for the drop targets, 
usually the green initially, although 
the way they’re aligned can prove 
fatal if the shot is too precise. The 
white targets are a secondary area, 
although skilled players will look for 
this first. And last but not least is the 
left-side runway, which can be a 
great shot for a brief rest period as 
well as aiding a try for an extra lane 
light. The 5 and extra ball target 
should be aimed for as a last resort

Vulcan 
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when it really matters since the angle 
is rough for the average players. 

GRAPHICS: There are reds and 
yellows again whether its the mighty 
Vulcan or infinitely as mighty-looking 
Fire Queen. It’s a powerful and bold 
image that should get and hold its 
share of looks. 

PLAY: I have no problem with this 
game as either a three-ball or five-ball 
machine. The play is there for either 
choice depending upon the location 
and what the traffic will bear. So 
decide accordingly and realize that 
you can’t go wrong with three or five. 
Rating: ###1/4 


One final word about Gottlieb 
since I can’t wait and don’t have the 
room to really get into it. You saw it 
at the show, you’ve probably heard 
about it since. Cleopatra, whether in 
its blue display solid-state form or 
electro-mechanical, is a winner. It isa 
simple, basic pinball machine with 
very few surprises on the field, but it 
offers exceptional action and plays as 
smooth as silk—so there I’ve said it, 
since I’ve been fired up over this 
machine since I first saw it on test 
many months ago. Catch a look at it 
and next month I'll give you the 
review. 


Williams’ HOT TIP 


Well, here comes a four-player 
from this manufacturer that many 
may take notice of. Available in 
either solid-state or electro-mechani- 
cal, the machine employs some 
good, sound basics in play action that 
have been missing from some recent 
Williams’ efforts. 

PLAYFIELD: How about a top 
kick-out hole to begin the action? 
Add some variable values and it may 
remind you of Bally’s Night Rider, 
but is a feature that Williams has used 
effectively in the past. Move through 
a narrow opening and you'll find 
three drop targets at left and three at 
right as well as a bulls-eye target and 
a single thumper bumper. At the 
right near midfield there’s a captive 
ball feature which is neatly balanced 
by a spinner lane at the left and a 
sunken kick-out hole also at the left 
somewhat similar to the positioning 
on Rancho and even Grand Prix. 
The bottom is the deeply arched 
Williams’ version of a Gottlieb lane 
set-up. 

ANALYSIS: The play on Hot Tip 
in its solid-state form is rather 
sluggish compared to other manufac- 
turer’s efforts in this medium and 
there isn’t a helluva lot of action at 
the top, and even the thumper 
bumper doesn’t thump or bump with 
DC authority. But the play is there on 
this very skilled field. There are good 
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shots to be had whether it’s for drop 
targets, the spinner, or the captive 
ball. 

One of the problems I do have 
with the solid-state and not with the 
electro-mechanical is that the scoring 
is low, which! personally don’t have, 
but other players I’ve talked to aren’t 
thrilled about going through a lit 
spinner and getting only 100 points a 
turn. And at three ball play, six-digit 
scoring is no mean feat. 

Now, on the electro-mechanical 
version the extra digits are there for 
all values and the scoring is 
noticeably higher. But don’t get too 
hung up on this because the game is 
a good one and still plays slick as 
many Williams’ machines often do. 
The shots are far enough away from 
the flippers to keep a player coming 
back for more and the drop targets 
and double bonus mix (get all six out 
and double bonus pops up) is a 
definite plus to increase the point 
totals. 

KEY SHOTS: You're going to see 
players go for the targets and even 
try to loop their shots from one bank 
to the other in order to get out 
multiples on any one shot. The 
spinner is also an important feature in 
order to get out of trouble and also to 
get back up to the top for a double 
bonus off the kick-out hole (it can 
also be collected up top as well as 
through the drop targets). When it’s 
lit, the captive ball is a good, but 
dangerous shot for 3,000 points and 
an extra out-hole bonus advance 
(that’s the scoring on the solid-state). 
A nice touch is the points from the 
side kicking rubbers just above the 
bottom lanes. 

GRAPHICS: How about a hokey 
horse racing scene? Well, it’s here 
and it’s great and shows a good 
direction Williams should be taking 
with their artwork in order to 
establish some continuity and image. 
Here the humor is refined from 
Rancho and all that’s needed is a 
bolder image and more colorful style. 

PLAY: The game is a good 
three-ball machine and offers more 
than enough to give people a run for 
the money. In fact, Hot Tip wouldn’t 
necessarily be as effective as a 
five-ball. The only advice is to set the 
limits for an extra ball or free play at a 
decent level that doesn’t screw the 
player. 

Rating: ###1/ 


Well, that’s it for this month. There 
are many more games making news 
but let’s wait until next time to get the 
“power play” going and all the rest. 

In closing though, if you missed it, 
the Today Show had an honored 
quest on December 2nd, and it 
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wasn’t Sylvester Stallone if you saw 
the NBC morning show. Although 
he was on, yours truly also made an 
appearance that wasn’t too bad for 
pinball in general and the book in 
particular. But what I’d like to say 
besides thanks to Tom Brokaw for 
getting me through what was a very 
anxiety-provoking experience, is 
heart-felt thanks to those who helped 
make it possible. 

On stage were Stern’s Pinball, 
Gottlieb’s Cleopatra, Bally’s Power 
Play and Williams’ Hot Tip, and it all 
wouldn't have been possible without 
the help of Tom Nieman, Yankel and 
Art G. at Runyon; Alvin Gottlieb, 
and Marshall Caras; Sal Cracco of 
Mondial; and Gary Stern and Steve 
Kaufman, along with Al D’Inzillo of 
Al Simon. Many, many thanks once 
again. 

The segment wasn’t too bad 
although I didn’t mind being up- 
staged by the games and _ the 
elaborate back-drop that the Today 
show crew designed. It was a good 
spot and is one of many that I’ve 
done and plan to do to spread the 
word about pinball to anyone and 
everyone around. 

And someone else who is spread- 
ing the word and doing it rather well 
is Gene Castellano. A writer for the 
Philadelphia Daily News, he made 
the Chicago show and has a 
moustache that rivals mine in its most 
supreme splendor. But seriously, 
Gene has been doing a _ regular 
feature for his paper that is devoted 
to nothing else but pinball, and he 
deserves some praise and recogni- 
tion for getting the idea off the 
ground and making it work. Not only 
does he report on current pinball 
events and other news, but he also 
reviews a game here and there. So if 
you hear him calling you, give him a 
moment of your time. He’s on our 
side and only wishes that more 
would take up the banner. But they 
will and be that as it may, we'll get 
that favorable image entrenched in 
people’s minds, especially if I have 
my way. And until it happens, keep 
your games clean and dear to your 
heart. There are some real winners 
out there and all they need is some 
loving kindness to keep them playing 
the way they should be played. Until 
next time just be well and prosper 
and happy new year 78.

Eight years ago, Bryant Gorton, 
now manager, Northridge Shopping 
Center, Salinas, California, was 
deadset against having game rooms 
in malls. Now he is enthusiastic about 
them and recommends the inclusion 
of game centers to other major 
shopping malls. 

What brought about this turn- 
around of opinion? 

Time Zone. But mostly _ this 
particular game center’s manage- 
ment, headed by Ted Olsen. Ted, 
formerly with Atari as comptroller, 
has established a fast track record as 
a mall game room operator in just 
three years. He plunged out of the 
Atari office onto the street as an 
operator when Nolan Bushnell asked 
him to take over the route he’d 


begun that helped finance the 
original Pongs. 
“Being a small operator was 


difficult,” Ted admits, mentioning it 
was not easy competing against 
larger vendors in the San Jose-San 
Francisco Bay Area like Automatic 
Merchandising, Tempo Sales, and 
Acme Sales. “I quickly discovered 
the 50/50 split compensation system 
made it almost impossible to operate. 
I don’t think I would’ve survived with 
just that kind of route, but I view the 
experience as very good.” 

When Ted took over Nolan’s 
former route, there were about 
ninety games and operated under 
Syzygy, the original Atari name. The 
games were located in pizza parlors, 
airports, restaurants, and small ar- 
cades. 
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Today Ted has six major mall 
locations in San Jose, Mountain 
View, Salinas, Capitola, and San 
Leandro. He is busily planning for his 
seventh location in Old Sacramento, 
an old West-type development along 
the banks of the Sacramento River, 
which now attracts more than two 
million tourists annually. 

A failure came before success, Ted 
admits. 

His first game room was in a 
700-square-foot space within a small 
shopping center, Princeton Plaza, 
San Jose, about six months after he 
took over the route. Through 
experience, he found the space was 
too small. It created problems such as 
loitering and disturbances for neigh- 
boring tenants. Ted closed it within 
eighteen months. 

Meanwhile, his firm, Time Zone, 
had opened another 1500-square 
foot game room in the Mountain 
View Center, a _ super-regional, 
open-style center. There he ex- 
perienced no adverse behavioral 
problems and found “management 
was the key to most problems.” 

When he started and had to keep 
costs low with rock bottom labor 
prices, he found that didn’t provide 
the type of help needed. 

“I now hire managers over 21 
years old,” Ted comments, “and 
preferably married, with some mech- 
anical experience.” 

Subsequently, Ted branched out 
again, into Gas Light Square, 
Fremont, with an 1800-square-foot 
center, surrounded by eating estab- 


lishments (When PLAY METER 
visited Time Zone, this center was 
being sold to Howard Katzman). 

Next Ted bought out Artari’s 
interest in the Salinas, California 
Northridge Shopping Center, 1500- 
square-foot-game room. This center 
was inside a super-regional, enclosed 
mall serving a large agricultural area. 
Northridge Manager Gorton recalls 
that he was very unhappy with the 
way Atari had operated it, but 
realized they were manufacturers, 
not operators. 

Time Zone has taken care of the 
negative aspects and turned them 
into positive aspects,” Gorton says 
enthusiastically. “They have excel- 
lent management controls. They 
carpeted the interior to counteract 
the noise and enforce “no smoking” 
rules. I have been delighted with the 
Time Zone operation. Their manage- 
ment personnel are above average 
and they have good consideration of 
our shopping public and _ fellow 
tenants.” 

Gorton added that he has two 
children, eight and ten years old, and 
now allows them to enjoy the games 
at Time Zone. 

Oakridge and Capitola enclosed 
malls have been added to the Time 
Zone’s roster. Oakridge in San Jose 
promises to be a sleeper. After the 
addition of two major anchor stores, 
this mall is being upgraded with 
many improvements. 

When PLAY METER visited the 
Oakridge location, it was rather 
quiet, but the construction in process 
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very evidently was holding back 
many potential customers that will 
soon flood that location. 

What have been Ted’s biggest 
problems? 

Financing, 
heads the list. 

“I was heavily leveraged,” he 
states, adding that his current 
payments on equipment exceed 
$20,000 a month. Thus far all 
equipment financing has _ been 
through distributors in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. He foresees 
having 90 percent of the debt paid off 
in twelve to eighteen months. Any 
new centers will be financed by cash 
from his other centers, or additional 
borrowing. 

“I’ve been in business three years 
now and still have some of my 
original equipment,” observes Ted, 
with a note of optimism, since he has 
an operator’s normal fears, “Will the 
equipment last past the last pay- 
ment?” 

He feels the secret is a program of 
expansion and rotation. “I believe 
video games, with some exceptions, 
have about a two-year useful life for 
income. But pinball can be five 
years.” 

Ted praised Ira Bettelman at C.A. 
Robinson, who has helped him over 
the past couple years and “steered 
me away from inferior games— 
actually told me not to buy them.” 
He respects Ira’s judgement, know- 
ing that Ira operates about 300 
games in the San Jose area alone, 
and thus knows what’s working and 
earning on location. 

“I would like to see video 
manufacturers produce fewer quanti- 
ties of games with more quality,” Ted 
continues. “My greatest loyalty re- 
mains with Atari and Midway 
products. With others, I am concern- 
ed about their longevity and parts 
supply.” 

Surprisingly, since he is spread out 
over quite a wide geographical area, 
Ted still does all his own collecting 
and will, ‘until such time that I feel all 
my staff is adequate.” He keeps cash 
boxes that can be locked secured at 
all times. 

All other games are fitted with a 
lock that can be opened only by a 
collector. He also has attendants 
record quarters sold daily and 
compares this with the gross— which 
eventually establishes a pattern in 
each center. 

He uses change machines, but 
wonders if this gives his management 
extra time to “sluff off.” 

Based on Ted’s experience, he 
says that $80 to $125 a square foot 
for annual gross revenues is the 
income range and that he feels 
happy to get $100. As far as leases 


he states, probably 
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are concerned, “our industry,” he 
comments, “is not in a position to 
negotiate.” 

Fortunately, though, his highest 
mall rate is $1-a-square-foot. 

“Get them (shopping malls) to 


bend a little on the ‘overage’ 
percentage,” Ted advises. “The 
standard is about 10 percent. 


Anything below that is a big gain in 
your pocket. 

“Above all, don’t fool with your 
books, once you get a mall location. 
The more profit you can show, the 
more locations you'll get.” 

Capital costs of interior decorating 
mall locations for leaseholder im- 
provements has been a tough nut for 
Time Zone and has averaged about 
$54,000. Only in Mountain View did 
the landlord contribute $10,000 
towards $56,000 in improvements. 

In the future, Ted realizes he must 
spend between “$60,000 and 
$90,000” for leaseholder improve- 
ments. 

Where is Time Zone headed now 
that they are already in the upper- 
stratosphere of game center opera- 
tions? 

“We're going to have to spread 
out,” Ted concludes. “Continual 


expansion, more selective locations, 
taking more secure, long range-type 
locations—preferably transient.”

Space Battle, which was _ pre- 
viewed at the A.M.O.A. show in 
Chicago, is a two-player laser battle 
where players fire upon each other's 
spaceships. The game _ provides 
fast-paced space action and an 
unlimited number of laser blasts. 

The game continues until the 
spaceships run out of fuel. The fuel 
gauge is a monitor display which 
ticks off the seconds, allowing the 
players to see how much time is left 
in the game. 

To add to the challenge of the 
game, obstacles are constantly 
entering into the battle to intercept 
laser blasts. Also, the game comes 
equipped with an optional ‘’Star- 
fighter’’ feature which subtracts 
points for greater intrigue. 

Player controls are joysticks. The 
game comes equipped with a 
dependable microprocessor logic 
system and an_ extended play 
option. 








A miniaturized, indoor nine-hole 
golf course with lake, sand trap and 
contoured green, is available from 
International Indoor Golf, Sunny- 
vale, California.

A television monitor keeps track 
of up to 4 golfers’ scores, and 
indicates which hole and shot is in 
play. The course is ‘indoor Par-36,"’ 
with best-possible score of 27. Balls 
are automatically fed and returned, 
and the game is usable by both right 
and left handed golfers. 

Scoring six birdies wins the player 
a free back nine. Skills developed on 
the U.S. patented game are directly 
transferable to the golf course. 

The Championship Model, shown 
at the AMOA International Fall 
Show in Chicago, is designed for 
recreational use in country club- 
houses, cocktail lounges, resorts, 
shopping malls, and hotel lobbies or 
rooms. Priced at $1,800 retail, the 
game includes 3 balls and standard 
putters. 
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PSE’s Desert Patrol allows players 
to blast it out in the desert with a 
double-barrel machine gun. 

The game, which was shown at 
this year’s A.M.O.A. show _ in 
Chicago, provides six different 
aircraft targets (from jets to bomb- 
ers to helicopters) and a penalty 
feature. Players are penalized for 
hitting the parachutists which drop 
out of the hit planes. 

To add to the game’s versatility, 
the targets are truly random, 
providing a different game every 
time. The game comes in a rugged 
reinforced cabinet with a heavy- 
duty realistic double-barrel machine 
gun. The length of the game can be 
adjusted, as can the’ volume. 

To encourage play, Desert Patrol 
registers the high score to date. 

PSE’s latest stand-up video game 
also utilizes a high-speed micro- 
processing technique engineered by 
PSE. And the game comes equip- 
ped with a slide-out platform with 
adjustable glides. Also, there is a 
remote, locked, high capacity coin 
box and a 23-inch solid state 
monitor. 
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Meadows Games’ latest stand-up 
video game, Inferno, will have 
players pumped up with all the 
adrenalin of a firefighter battling a 
blaze in a highrise building. 

Inferno is a one- or two-player 
game which has the players racing 
against each other to get to the fires 
first and put out the blazes. Players 
race back and forth with their fire 
engines lining them up under the 
fires and then sending a fireman up 
a ladder to fight the blaze. 

The action never stops as there 
are always fires’ breaking out 
randomly in the highrise building.

Gottlieb has come out with 
another hard-hitting two-player 
electro-mechanical pinball game. 
This one is called Gridiron. 

The game, which features four 
flippers and a center shooter, allows 
players to score in two different 
ways—in conventional pinball point 
totals (which in this game go up to 
199,900) and in football scores. The 
football point totals further enhance 
the particular two-player appeal of 
the game, encouraging players to 
compete against one another to win 
the football game. 

The playfield shows a football 
field and a series of ten footballs 
zig-zagging up the field to show the 
player’s position on the field as he 
goes up the field, heading for a 
score. 

The ‘’ball’’ is advanced up the 
field by eleven rollovers which 
advance the ball ten, thirty, or fifty 
yards at a clip.

_London’s Big Show 


Several hundred overseas buyers 
are expected to be among the 8,000 
trade visitors who will attend the 34th 
annual Amusement Trades Exhibi- 
tion (A.T.E.) at Alexandra Palace in 
London January 24-26. 

Sponsored by the British Amuse- 
ment Catering Trades Association, 
the show is recognized as Europe’s 
biggest and most important exhibi- 
tion in its field and is expected to 
attract a number of firms launching 
new lines. 

It seems incongruous that the 
world’s largest coin machine exhibi- 
tion should be housed in one of the 
world’s most inefficient exhibition 
centers. 

When the Amusement Trades 
Exhibition opens at Alexandra Pal- 
ace, London, January 24 (through 
26th), the thousands of British and 
overseas visitors will stamp their feet 
with the cold and with the irritation of 
having to travel out to North 
London to get to Alexandra Palace. 

“Ally Pally”, as it is referred to by 
British operators with more than a 
touch of masochistic affection, is a 
huge Victorian ediface typifying all 
that is bad about the architecture of 
the time. Its huge dome and 
over-elaborate trellis-work overlook a 
vast panorama of London from one 
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of the few high points in the northern 
suburbs of the city. 

Inside, the enormous Great Hall 
with one of the world’s largest organs 
houses the majority of the exhibition, 
with the lesser, but still huge Palm 
Court taking care of a large 
carry-over of stands and_ larger 
pleasure park rides. 

Overseas visitors, especially those 
coming from the opulence of Chica- 
go’s Conrad Hilton (A.M.O.A.) and 
other centers, are oftentimes cold 
and weary from fighting their way 
half across London to get to the site. 

So exhibitors and visitors are stuck 
with the long trek out to North 
London and the old hands will come 
suitably muffled against the inevitable 
cold. 

They will undoubtedly find, how- 
ever, that if anyone has anything 
good for the amusements business in 
1978 they will be able to find it there. 

At the time of going to press, 127 
companies had been accommodated 
in booths of one unit upwards with 
seven of those coming from the 
United States. 

As for what the overseas visitors 
will find when they arrive at 
Alexandra Palace, no one can really 
be sure. The show will have a 
predominance of slots for the British, 





Dutch, Swedish, German, Japanese, 
Belgian and Swiss visitors. But there 
will be plenty to see for those people 
whose interest is limited to games. 

Arcade games have universal 
appeal and accordingly the latest 
ingenuity of the European and 
American designers will be shown. 

Phonographs and pinball ma- 
chines will be shown. Kiddie rides, 
smaller round-abouts, change ma- 
chines, football tables, Bingo equip- 
ment and components will all be well 
represented. 

The 44,000 square feet of display 
area will be occupied by 127 
exhibitors, including seven from the 
United States—Ardac Inc. of Wil- 
loughby, Ohio; Atari Corp of 
Sunnyvale, California; Bally Manu- 
facturing of Chicago, Illinois; R.H. 
Belam Co. Inc. of New York; and 
the Valley Company of Bay City, 
Michigan. Japan and a number of 
European countries are also expect- 
ed to participate in the A.T.E. 
exhibit. 

The exhibits will feature coin- 
operated amusement and gaming 
machines and jukeboxes, together 
with other types of amusement 
equipment. 

Exhibit space at the show will 
include the stage which is situated in 
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the Great Hall at the rear of the 
stands. The Palm Court will, as 
usual, be reserved primarily tor rides 
and other exhibits, and Stand D1A 
which occupies an alcove in the 
Great Hall will also be reserved for 









exhibits. 

The economic climate both in the 
U.S. and Europe will probably mean 
that there will be too many machines 
chasing too little cash. 

For the U.S. visitor it will provide 


the greatest array of new and current 
coin-operated equipment in the 
world. And add to that the appeal of 
the fabulous night life of London’s 
West End and there is every reason 
in the world for a trip to Britain near 
the end of January.

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TECHNICAL TORICS 
Power-on Reset Circuits 


By Robin Minnear of the Game Doctors 





A power-on reset circuit is a circuit 
that is designed to cause a reset pulse 
for a certain period of time, after the 
power is first applied to the system. 


When a solid-state system is first 
powered up, all the logic handling 
devices appear in a _ completely 
random fashion. This is when a free 
game or other undesirable things 
may happen. 


To combat this, the power-on 
reset circuit in Figure Three is of 
some help. It is simple and versatile. 
The circuit shown is for interfacing to 
a TTL five-volt system. However, by 
changing the resistors and capacitor, 
you may use this basic design in 
almost any DC system. 


When power is first applied, the 
SCR’s cathode (C) is held at ground

by the 220 OHM resistor. This is also 
the point you tie into your TTL 
system. 


Very quickly the power on the 
SCR’s anode (A) reaches five volts. 
Since the SCR is still turned off, the 
anode is at five volts and the cathode 
is at ground. 


At this time the 10 mfd capacitor 
starts to charge through the 470K 
OHM resistor. The diode (1N914) is 
reversed biased so he _ doesn’t 
conduct. 


As the capacitor charges, the gate 
(G) of the SCR soon reaches it’s 
trigger point. When the gate reaches 
its trigger point, the SCR is turned 
on. 

This causes the cathode to be 
pulled to five volts. 


To TT 
INPUT 


The reset pulse comes off of the 
SCR’s cathode. It is a lo pulse that 
returns hi a couple of seconds after 
the five volts is applied. 

Should the power be interrupted, 
the diode becomes forward biased 
and quickly discharges the capacitor. 
At the same time the SCR turns off. 
The circuit is now ready to generate 
another reset pulse when power is 
restored. 

I usually tie this reset circuit to the 
clear inputs of flip-flops in credit 
circuits. This way the credit circuits 
are reset when you power up. 
However, this reset circuit will pulse 
any TTL device. If the system you’re 
working on needs a HI going reset 
pulse, simply add an inverter to the 
circuit. This reset circuit is especially 
helpful on Wheels. 
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Hold-in circuits 


Schematics are the simplest way to 
understand the operation of a 
machine. However, describing three- 
dimensional circuits and mechanisms 
on a two-dimensional piece of paper, 
requires from the reader a constant 
visualization of the machinery in 
order to understand whats happen- 
ing. 
For example, most pinball manu- 
facturers feed the control circuitry 
through a switch on the Reset relay. 
When the machine starts the reset 
cycle, power to playfield targets and 
associated circuits is cut off, to 
prevent a situation where a second 
ball is in play while the game is being 
reset. With power applied to the 
playfield targets and the ball bounc- 
ing around, points would be scored 
at the same time the score units are 
being reset. 

Therefore, it is necessary to cut the 
power to the playfield targets during 
game reset. 

Most manufacturers use a normal- 
ly closed switch which often fails. The 
resulting situation is where one can 
put credits, start the game but the 
playfield or part of it won’t work. 

The knowledge of power distribu- 
tion is the first step in understanding 
schematics. The language and sym- 
bology is another. Few differences in 
symbology and language occur 
between manufacturers. However, 
similar mechanism symbols will 
differ. 

There’s also a logic process in the 
way the circuitry and mechanisms 
work, that is a common point among 
designs. 

The holding circuit is a good 
example of the similarity mentioned. 
Given any relay controlling a timed 
function, when switch A closes (see 
Figure One) the coil energizes pulling 
in the armature and closing switch B 
which is located on the relay itself. 
Switch B is in series with a switch 
actuated by a motor cam. 

During the total revolution of the 
cam, switch C will open, interrupting 
the current path for the coil. B now 
opens, preventing the coil from being 
energized when C closes again. This 
simple circuit might take quite a 
different shape if you add other

switches, however the basic principle 
remains. 


Figure Two shows another typical 
holding circuit where the holding 
time is determined by the movement 
of a mechanism situated by a coil. 


When the control relay is energiz- 
ed, it will activate the bumper coil. 
The mechanism will move and 
contact the end of stroke switch 
(E.O.S.) which will open, releasing 
the control relay, which in turn 
releases the bumper coil. This 
interaction assures proper electro- 
mechanical operation. On a bumper 
circuit, the longer the control relay

stays energized, the stronger the 
stroke. 

As one can see, it’s easier to 
understand these circuits when one 
can combine the action of three- 
dimensional objects moving inani- 
mate symbols on a piece of paper. 
Next time you’re around schematics, 
look around the circuits , where the 
manufacturers supply information. 

If you have the chance, follow the 
main lines that supply power to the 
control circuitry, the way they are 
laid out in the machine. Get used to 
where these wires go. It will save you 
time on troubleshooting, especially 
on shorted circuits.

We have an ICC. Spitfire, with a 
coin credit problem. About one out 
of every five coins fails to give a game 
credit. We have a similar problem 
with a Ramtek Hit Me. 

Your help in solving this problem 
will be greatly appreciated.

Both Hit Me and Spitfire are 
processor games. The decision you 
have to make is whether the problem 
is an input buffer type failure or 
computer failure. 

The easiest problems to remedy 
are input buffer problems. This is the 
place to start. Hit Me has some static 
buffering and Spitfire has none. Both 
could stand a little improvement. 

Figure One is the coin input circuit 
used in Spitfires When a coin is 
dropped, a low pulse is felt as Pin 7 
of the edge connector. This low pulse 
is fed directly into the I/O port of 
CPU (Pin 16). This is the first 
problem area. There is no protection 
for the CPU. This type of design is 
asking for trouble. 

Pin 7 is also connected to a 10 mfd 
capacitor and the inverter K2. The 
capacitor stretches the coin pulse and 
inverter K2 drives some transistors 
which pulse the coin counter. If 
you're lucky, the capacitor is bad. 
Inverter K2 is also a_ suspect. 
Whatever you find bad, I suggest you 
add some kind of protection. Some 
Spitfires have 1K resistors in series 
with the switch inputs. 
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There is also the possibility that the 
static antenna circuit is causing 
problems. When static enters the 
antenna, Pin 2 of C8 (NE555) goes 
low. This in turn causes a game over 
signal. If you cut Pin 2 of C8, you 
eliminate the static circuit. If this 
improves the coin problem, you may 
as well leave the static circuit 
disabled. Many times, static antenna 
circuits cause more problems than 
they solve. 

If you still have problems, substi- 
tute CPUs. The CPU is at location L5 
and is a Fairchild 3850. As a last 
resort, substitute memory devices. 

Hit Me has a coin input circuit 
which consists of a pull-up resistor, a 
.1 mfd capacitor and an_ input

multiplexer (Figure Two). Again, it’s 
a good idea to beef up the static 
protection here. If there is a bad 
device, chances are it’s the .1 mfd 
capacitor or the input multiplexer 
(1M). Pin 9 of 1M is the multiplexed 
output containing coin information. 
This information is further multiplex- 
ed by device 4J (332). The output of 
4J (Pin 10) is connected to the CPU 
data bus. Chances are that the data 
bus is good so if multiplexer 4J isn’t 
your problem, it’s time to substitute 
memories. 

Both of these coin problems may 
be nothing more than a bad coin 
switch. Check that out first.

PLAY METER: Do you foresee the prices coming 
down with the advent of all this solid state 
technology? 

STORINO: Yes, I do. When I bought my first 
calculator, it was $180. Now, I can get the same 
calculator for twelve dollars. You see everyday 
where calculators are advertised for anywhere from 
seven to ten dollars. You see what happened to the 
price of the two-way radio and the price of the CB 
sets. I think once they get solid state perfected in 
all these games, there will be other manufacturers 
in the electronics industry who will come into the 
field, and I think the price will eventually come 
down instead of skyrocketing the way it is. And 
then there’s the example of the computer in my 
office. The price on that has come down since I 
purchased it. And the same thing, I believe, will 
happen in the amusement industry—I'm talking 
relative to the price they are asking right now. I 
know that they have a lot of money invested in the 
development of solid state equipment, but once 
they get that down, I think the price of the 
machines will come down too. 

PLAY METER: Besides their high cost, how do you 
feel about the solid state pins? 

STORINO: That’s the way this business is going. 
We've been gearing up for it in my own company 
because eventually everybody is going to be one 
hundred percent solid state. If it’s the only game 
they make, what are you going to do? Don’t get me 
wrong, though, if they make the pins right, and the 
parts are interchangeable, I believe it’s going to be 
the greatest thing that ever happened. It will save a 
lot of shop time. It'll save a lot of downtime. If your 
servicemen are qualified and know how to handle it, 
there should be no major catastrophe. 

PLAY METER: How do your servicemen feel about 
it? 

STORINO: Well, my service technician is very 
qualified. To him, it’s no problem. And now he’s 
giving the background to the other fellows on how 
to handle it. The main problem with a lot of these 
people is that they don’t know how to handle these 
boards and how to diagnose the problem. Once they 
come to a solid state machine and they have a little 
bit of a problem, they get nervous and say it’s the 
board. Well, it may be a component. The main thing 
with us is that they can get my service technician on 
the phone. But we're going to start schooling them 
strictly in pins. I know some of the distributors are 
running their own schools on it, then we’re going to 
run our own schools on it within our company. 
PLAY METER: Do you feel the solid state 
pingames will be more profitable than the 
electro-mechanical pins? 

STORINO: In the long run they will be. Now it’s a 
lot of work. We shop all of our pins. If they’re out 
there two or three months, we bring them back into 
the shop. And a mechanic can work on it. But a 
mechanic can only work on anywhere from two to 
four pins a day. If you're in a rush and it’s a late 
game, they can go through four. But if the game is a 
little old and you pull them apart, you can miss a lot 
of stuff, and you'll have a lot of trouble with them. 


PLAY METER: What are the hottest games you 
have on your route at present? 
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STORINO: In flippers, solid states are hot right 
now. With the publicity of the Evel Knievels, 
everybody wants them. Everybody wants the solid 
state games. I have one Atari game, and it’s not 
doing bad. It’s a little bigger than I hoped. When I 
spoke to the Atari people in Chicago, they said that 
was because there was more to play for. But I don’t 
like to go unstandardized. I like to keep everything 
uniform. To me, as a large operator, it makes 
everything a lot easier. If you break a glass, you 
have one glass. You don’t have to start carrying 
different sizes of glasses. I like to keep more or less 
standardized myself. There’s enough problems out 
there without worrying about things like the 
different sizes of glasses. 

PLAY METER: What about your predictions for 
the coming year. Is the business going to be better 
or worse? 

STORINO: In the state of New Jersey we got a 
break this year. We never had flipper games in 
taverns, but in September we got the okay to put 
the games in the taverns so we're experiencing a 
boom right now. Our income is up. 

PLAY METER: What advice would you give to 
your fellow operators for 1978? 

STORINO: You've got to watch your business 
everyday. You've got to keep your income up. And 
if you lose a location, you have got to get out there 
and get another one to replace it, because that’s 
what this is all about, bringing in the income. 
Without the income, you don’t have the business, 
and without the locations, you don’t have the 
income.
